equivalent to about 13 cents a pound, 
or, if returned from this country, about 
16 cents. So far as the local trade is 
concerned, there does not seem to have 
been any serious consideration of this 
proposal, for, while the oils under the 
restriction are in urgent demand in our 
markets, the elimination of the glycer- 
ine control bars of the most im- 
portant marketing attractions. English 
advices, received in the local trade, re- 
port the appointment of an expert 
charged with the accomplishment of a 
50 per cent. increase during the course 
of the year in the supply of oils and 
other products from which glycerine 
may be obtained. The question of the 
country’s glycerine supply was recent- 
ly up for consideration in Parliament, 
to

at which a suggestion is reported 
have been made that the doors be 
closed to soap from this country, on 


the theory that the home production 
would be stimulated, with an increased 
output of glycerine. This idea is not 
known to have found support. 

There have been moderate 
of crude glycerine here from France, 
presumably of Spanish and Swiss orig- 
in, as well as from the Mediterranean 
ports, Argentina and Brazil. The South 
American supplies are placed at 1,500 
to 2,000 tons a year, chiefly of the sap- 
onification grade. Under normal con- 
ditions, this country has had to rely 
upon foreign sources for about 40 per 
cent. of our crude glycerine require- 
ments. During the last six’ or eight 
months, our output is believed to have 
increased about per cent. on the 
greater incentive to turn every avail- 
able source to account and the heavier 
volume of soap trade. The maintenance 
of any definite increase in our produc- 
tion of glycerine is problematical, Even 
at the current prices for refined, rep-

Closing quotations in the local mar- 
ket were 54 cents for C. P. and 55 cents 
for dynamite, with sellers generally re- 
stricting offers to moderate lots for 
their regular trade. On the upward 
movement, which reached its extreme 
last November, 65 cents prevailed for 
Cc. P. and 60 cents for dynamite. The 
break later in the year brought prices 
52% and 45 cents, respectively, but 
a temporary recovery was made to 55 
and 50 cents, early in January. 
Dynamite proved the steadier market 
over the next few weeks, but an unac- 
counted for display of Western selling 
pressure resulted in an easing to 45 
cents here last month. The slackening 
of C. P. buying brought a series of 
steady declines to 50 cents.

Fire at Greenwood, Miss., recently de- 
stroyed the new additions of the Buck- 
eye Cotton Oil Company, including $40,- 
000 worth of cottonseed hulls, which 
were contained in the buildings. The 
entire loss is estimated at $50,000, fully 
insured. The company will rebuild the 
plant at once.

Samuel P. Sadtler & Son, consulting 
and analytical chemists, have removed 
their office and laboratory to 210 South 
Thirteenth street, Philadelphia, where 
they will occupy the entire fifth floor 
of the New Davison Building. Their 
new quarters have been especially fit- 
ted for experimental and analytical 
chemical work. 


Farmers in the vicinity of Lemmon, 
S. Dak., have been asked to pledge 


themselves to put in a certain acreage 
of flax this year if a project being en- 
tertained at Lemmon to put in a $40,000 
tow mill plant goes through. Stock in 
the new company is being offered for 
sale and there is a likelihood the new 
mill will be erected this summer. 


The Patton Paint Company, of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., has leased the building 
at 928 South Main street, Los Angeles, 
Cal., for a term of years. 


Frank P. Cheesman, president of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation, returned last Wednesday from 
a three weeks’ business trip to Cuba. 


The H. Koppers Company of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., has completed arrange- 
ments for the erection of a _ benzol 
plant to cost several hundred thousand 
dollars, 


The General Chemical Company has 
given out a contract for the erection 
of a club house for its employes at 
Pulaski, Va., the first one to be erect- 
ed at any of the company’s plants. 


The Ferro-Mastic Paint Company, a 
newly organized institution, has leased 
the plant of the Lebanon Varnish Com- 
pamy at Ardmore, Okla., where opera- 
tions will be started in a short time. 


The bill which authorizes the erec- 
tion of two lime burning plants in 
Maryland, to turn piles of oyster shells 
to be found on the eastern and west- 
ern shore into agricultural lime, and 
which has aroused great opposition 
from the private lime manufacturers, 
last week passed the House of Dele- 
gates, and now goes to the Senate. 


The plant of the William Smith, Jr., 
Fertilizer Company, at Columbus, Ind., 
has been closed under orders from 
Mayor H. K. Volland. Several weeks 
ago the city declared the plant a pub- 
lic nuisance, but the owner was given 
until March 1 to abandon or remove 
the plant. The company has been in 
operation for over half a century at 
Columbus, 


Announcement is made by Secretary 
Lane of the Interior Department that 
under executive orders there has been 
restored to entry 113,438 acres of land 
in Western Wyoming that had previous- 
ly been included in phosphate reserves, 
also 10,933 acres in West Central Mon- 
tana. All of these lands were shown 
upon final examination not to contain 
phosphate deposits. 


The Treasury officials have advised 
the collector of customs at New York 
that in the classification of zinc dross, 
it is held to be different from spelter 
from which the dross is derived and 
is not entitled to free entry, under 
paragraph 404 of the existing tariff 
law as American goods returned. This 
zine dross is held to be dutiable at 10 
per cent. ad valorem as metal, un- 
wrought. 


A report reaching the Commerce De- 
partment from Shanghai discusses the 
importation and use of stearin in 
China. It appears that China, during 
1914, bought 1,334 tons of stearin, more 
than half of which came from Great 
Britain. A branch of a London com- 
pany conducts the principal candle 
works at Shanghai. This factory turns 
out candles, soap, glycerine and al- 
lied products. 


At a special meeting of the stock- 
holders of the United States Gypsum 
Company last week, an increase in the 
capital stock from $8,500,000 to $10,- 
000,000 was ratified. The new stock, 
$1,500,000, will be preferred and will 
bring the senior issue up to $6,000,000 
The common stock remains unchanged 
at $4,000,000. The proceeds of the sale 
of the new stock will be used for the 
purchase of new property and for ex- 
tension. 


According to advices which come to 
the Commerce Department from Man- 
chester, England, the municipal au- 
thorities of that city have within the 
past month made arrangements for 
the experimental manufacture of bac- 
terized peat for use as fertilizer. It 
was claimed in connection with this 
plan that the “treated peat is a com- 
mercial success and can be sold at a 
good profit.”” The city has 130 acres of 
raw peat which they cannot at present 
cultivate, 


A suit has been filed at Jackson, 
Miss., by the Attorney-General against 


C. C. Hanson, receiver of the Gulf 
Compress Company, a corporation of 
Alabama, which is operating in Mis- 


sissippi. The suits are both for the 
collection of back taxes and violation 
of the anti-trust laws. The suit charg- 
ing violation of the anti-trust laws was 
entered in the Hinds County Chancery 
Court, filed by permission of the Fed- 
eral Court. The Gulf Compress Com- 
pany operates compresses at Corinth, 
Jackson, Vicksburg, Tupelo and Me- 
ridian, all in Mississippi. 


J. M. D. Heald, vice-president of J. 
H. Heald & Co., Inc., manufacturers of 
tanning extract and other products at 
Lynchburg and Radford, Va., is dead. 
The business was established by his 
father, and a son, Edward Ernest 
Heald, is actively connected with the 
management. Mr. Heald was sixty-five 
years old and left an estate which has 
been estimated at upwards of $300,000. 
As he died intestate, the estate will be 
distributed in accordance with the laws 
of Maryland, the widow getting one- 
third and the other two-thirds going 
to the two children. 





An official memorandum, based upon 
reports received from Provinces con- 
taining 78 per cent. of the total area 
under sesame in British India, Hydera- 
bad, and the Native States in Bombay 
Presidency and final as to all save 
Madras and Hyderabad, gives the total 
area of the 1915-6 crop as 5,185,000 
acres, against 5,434,000 acres for 1914- 
15, and the estimated yield as 480,000 
tons, against 516,000 tons for the pre- 
vious season.

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Fire Destroys Sodium Peroxide Building 

Fire, of accidental origin, which caused 
numerous explosions of chemicals, com- 
pletely destroyed a large portion of the 
mammoth plant of the Niagara Electro- 
Chemical Company, manufacturers of 
sodium peroxide, sodium perborate and 
bleaching powder, at Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
in the early morning of March 8, Although 
more than a hundred men were employed 
in the plant when the explosions oc- 
curred, only one was killed and one seri- 
ously injured, all the others escaping un- 
harmed. Work on the reconstruction of 
the ruined building, which had _ been de- 
voted to the manufacture of sodium per- 
oxide and ‘‘Albone,”’ has already been be- 
gun, and the company expects to be op- 
erating this plant as well as all other de- 
partments of its business by May 1. 

Drawing the fires and a liberal use of 
water in the other buildings of the plant 
has resulted in the freezing of large 
quantities of the chemicals and finished 
products, but the company has announced 


that operations im these parts of the 
plant will be halted only for ten days 
and that deliveries of the commodities 


made in these buildings will be delayed 
only for this comparatively brief period. 

The loss of the destroyed building and 
of the chemicals, semi-finished and fin- 
ished products therein is now estimated 
at about $80,000, of which a part was cov- 
ered by insurance. 

In an official statement on the fire and 


its consequences, the Roessler & Hass- 
lacher Chemical Company, which owns 
the Niagara Electro-Chemical Company, 


refutes unqualifiedly the reports that the 
plant was working on orders for war sup- 
plies, and adds that the fire was of 
“purely accidental’ character. Officers 
of the company admit that they were 
hard pressed to meet the constantly in- 
creasing and urgent calls of the trade 
for sodium peroxide and other chemical 
products made at this factory and that, 
in the consequent rush of manufacturing 
operations, some carelessness on the part 
of a workman or group of workmen 
caused the fire and resultant explosions 
and damage. The Roessler & Hasslacher 
Chemical Company’s statement on the 
fire follows:— 

A fire has occurred at our works at Niagara 


Falls, operated by the Niagara Electro-Chem- 
ical Company, and has seriously affected the 


manufacture of peroxide of sodium and “‘Al- 
bone.’’ 

An inspection made immediately after the fire 
shows the condition to be less serious than at 
first assumed from the greatly exaggerated 
reports, and we have at once taken steps to 
have the apparatus rep.aced which was de- 
stroyed by the accident and have already start- 
ed rebuilding. 

We hope to resume regular deliveries by May 
1. Everything is being done, of course, in the 
interest of our customers and in our own in- 
terest to hurry up matters. 

We wish to add that we have not been work- 
ing on war supplies, and that the fire which 
occurred in our factory was purely accidental. 

We are distressed beyond words in thus hav- 
ing to disappoint our customers in peroxide 
deliveries. 

When it was discovered that the sodium 
peroxide and bleach building was doomed, 
every effort was devoted to vreventing 
the spread of the fire to the other build- 
ings in the plant and especially to sav- 
ing the storage house which contained 
enormous quantities of explosives. 

As far as can be ascertained from 
those in the plant when the catastrophe 
occurred, the fire began shortly before 
midnight on March 7 and continued un- 
til 10 a. m., March 8. The first explosion 
was heard a few minutes after the fire 
got under way, and others took place in 
the succeeding hours up to 9 a. m., when 
eight blasts of tremendous forces shat- 
tered the shell of the burning building 
and scattered fragments of steel, brick 
and stone over a wide area. 

The firemen were powerless to check 
the flames in this building, which was 
300 by 75 feet in dimensions, and it was 
completely destroyed before they suc- 
ceeded in getting the fire under control. 
The first explosion hurled the slate-cov- 
ered, steel arch roof, with its massive 
girders, into the air and landed it in an- 
other section of the factory yard. Other 
explosions bowled over a string of freight 
cars standing on a siding two blocks } 
away and smashed a huge hauling loco- | 
motive of the Niagara Junction Railway. 
Steel tanks were also shot through aj} 
three-foot solid brick wall by these exnlo- | 
sions and later sank in the Niagara | 
River. Some of the explosions were | 
heard across the Niagara cataract in j 
Canada, where they terrified many per- | 
sons and caused a hasty mobilization of | 
the militia guarding the frontier. i

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OBITUARY. 


E. H. Haines. 


E. H. Haines, a manufacturers’ agent 
widely known in the paint trade and a 
resident of Chicago since 1870, died at his 
home, 1250 Astor street, in that city, 
March 7. 

Mr. Haines was born April 
Hamilton, Ontario. He became 
lished as a manufacturers’ agent 
in Chicago and had continuously repre- 
sented some of his accounts for over 
thirty years. For some fifteen years he 
had represented the United States Smelt- 
ing Company as sole agent for the United 
States and Camada and one of his achieve- 
ments was the introduction of zine white 
lead to the paint manufacturers. 

Mr. Haines was one of the founders, 
well as one of the first presidents, of the 
Chicago Paint, Oil and Varnish Club. 
Two of his dearest treasures were a watch 
and a clock, gifts as tributes to notable 
achievements. The watch was given to 
him by the paint manufacturers for his 
successful efforts in bringing about 
freight regulations in the early ‘80s. The 
clock was presented to him by the Chi- 
cago paint trade employes for bringing 
about early closing on Saturdays. 

Mr. Haines was one of the oldest mem- 
bers of St. James’ Episcopal Church in 
that city’ and was active in church work. 
He was also a member of the Chicago 
Athletic Association, Chicago Yacht Club, 
Exmoor Country Club and other organi- 
zations. He married Miss Lillian Smith 
on November 12, 1902. Mrs. Haines sur- 
vives.

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Osage Oil Land Dispute Nearing Settle- 


ment in Senate. 









Washington, March 10, 1916 

The present indications are that the 
Senate will at the first opportunity pass 
the last resolution (S. Res. 107), intended 
tu settle the Osage oil land dispute, at 
lea so far as the so-called Barnsdall in- 
terests are concerned. Under this resolu- 
ticn a plan is adopted by the Committee 
on Indian Affairs of the Senate for a full 
investigation of conditions with respect 


to oil operations in the Osage country, and 


pending that investigation the Secretary 
of the Interior is directed to refrain for 
two years, or until further action by 





Congress, from making any disposition of 
Osage oil lands ‘“‘except such units as are 


now held by lessees who accepted the 
terms of the resolution of the Osage 
council of June 17, 1915, for leases made 
direct to them.”’ 


{ft is disclosed in the correspondence be- 


tween the Indian Committee of the Sen- 
ate and Secretary Lane that of the 175 
sub-lessees in the Osage country all ex- 


cept 20 filed their acceptances within the 


time following the hearings On the sub- 
ject and the adoption of regulations by 
the Interior Department last year. The 
representatives of the Barnsdall inter- 
ests made an objection to the fact that 
they were not allowed the_ preference 
rights for leasing lands on which opera- 


tions had been conducted before the plan 


was adopted for nullifying the Foster 
lease and arranging a new plan for 
leases of the Osage oil lands. 


4 number of valuable statements have 
been made by Senator Owen in connec- 
tion with reports to accompany the reso- 
lution, including letters from Secretary 
Lane and other officials. 

After reviewing the facts 
out by the voluminous correspondence 
and hearings on the resolution offered 
in the Senate by Senator Oliver, of Penn- 
sylvania, intended to correct the alleged

injustice done to the Barnsdall oil inter- 
ests, Senator Owen, on behalf of the 
committee, submitted the following com- 
ments to accomipany the report to the 
Senate:— 

It is the universal practice in the oil coun- 


try and in all other parts of Oklahoma to rec- 
ognize the right of an oil producer to a 
preference in making renewal of leases, and 
on this custom the drillers and producers nat- 


urally relied. ; 
The Osage Council resolutions were unjust 
in not recognizing the preference right in 


those who had developed the wells upon their 
lands to the very limited extent named, and

this inequity the committee resolution will 
remedy until the matter can be investigated, 
which should be done by the next session of 
Congress. 

The statement made by the Osage repre- 
sentatives that the committee resolution pro- 


poses to give 10,000 barrels daily production 
‘‘to Mr. Barnsdall, the Gipsy Oil Company, 
Foster and Brennan, and others, without com- 
petition and without compensation, a prop- 
erty worth five to ten millions of dollars’’ is 
untrue, for the reason that the committee res- 
olution does not recognize these parties any 


further than the right at an increased royalty 


of 20 per cent. on wells averaging 25 barrels 
or more to operate these properties until the 


committee can examine the matter fully, which 
is an entirely different thing from giving them 








the right to operate the properties as long as 
oil and gas might be found in paying quan- 
tities, which would be, the usual practice in 
ether States and in other parts of Oklahoma. 
The Osage Council appears to be responsible 
for this injustice to these drillers in their 
country, and they should not be permitted to 
deal unjustly with those who have developed 
their country by the expenditure of these 
enormous amounts in drilling that section

dall Company, except as pledgee, and that 
Barnsdall had not only put up the entire 
stock of the Barnsdall Oil Company, but had 
put up beside many millions of dollars of 
other securities to safeguard the pledgee in 
the event that Barnsdall's risk turned out to 
be a loss. 

It was represented to 
if Barnsdall’s securities 
for this loan were forced 
have the effect of doing 
great harm and besfiting the Standard Oil 
Company correspondingly, by transferring to 
them the Barnsdall securities on a ruinously 
low market, under a forced sale. 

The statement of the Osage committee that 
the resolution proposed to give away property 
of the Osages is not justified by the facts, 
as the Osages themselves are beneficiaries of 
the activities of these people, and the Osages 
should be required to respect their equities in 
good faith and in good conscience, and not 
be permitted to take advantage of a legal 
technicality to deprive these persons of their 
preferential rights under the uniform practice 
in other parts of the country to respect the 
rights of a lesee to a preference in re-leasing

the big companies took the bulk of the 
receipts late last week and early this 
week and were the strongest bidders. As 
soon as they reduced their volume of 
buying the other crushers reduced their 
Ibids some, and as a result the choice 
stuff sold at 3c. over Duluth during the 
‘past few days, where it sold at 4c. over 
last week and early this week. There was 
a wide range of quality for sale. Some 
very choice South Dakota seed came in 
and some very poor North Dakota. There 
was some poor Montana offerings report- 
ed, too, but on the whole the quality was 
good, more than half of the seed being 
very desirable. 

There was very little seed offered to ar- 
rive this week. Line elevator company 
managers reported very light farm deliv- 
eries on account of the poor roads and 
low temperatures. Farmers are holding 
year and less of the present surplus will 
be marketed. There will be some increase 
‘in all four States on account of the high 
prices prevailing for seed and the unex- 


'pectedly low prices prevailing for wheat. 


Fariners will go in more for seed this 
‘year, as it will return a greater per 
acreage profit. 

Local seed houses have not had any 
particular inquiry for seed flax so far 
and have not been im the cash market 
here for supplies, but the line elevator 


' companies state that they have had con- 


siderable inquiry at their stations and ex- 


| pect to sell considerable flax back to the 


farmers this spring. Some of them are 
holding back a moderate surplus for this 
purpose. , 

No Duluth seed was bought for ship- 
ment to Minneapolis, so far as could be 
learned from the crushers. Shipments 
from Duluth this past week were consid- 
erably heavier, 18,000 bushels in one day, 
but no Minneapolis purchases were ad- 
back more stuff for seeding purposes this 
mitted of. 

There is some quickening of the Cana- 
dian interest in Minneapolis prices noted. 
At present the brokers at Winnipeg are 
asking for bids and there was some talk 
of consignments being made. No Cana- 
dian seed has been received in this mar- 
ket to date. 

There has been no accumulation of flax 
supplies here to speak of. Crushers in- 
creased their capacity some Monday and 
the daily receipts have been taken for 
direct crushing mostly. Public stocks 
show some increase for the week past, 
but the loss in private stocks probably 
offset. 

Cash prices range from Duluth May 
price to 3c. over on spot and at Ic. un- 
der to 3c. over to arrive. 

LINSEED OIL. 


There was a pretty fair business in lin- 
seed oil for the week and some sales for 
shipment as late as next September have 
been made. However, few of the crush- 
ers cared to commit themselves on oil so 
far ahead on account of the weak position 
of the meal market. Where they had a 
cheap supply of seed some were inclined 
to take chances. There was considerable 
inguiry for far deferred shipment and 
some very low offers were made consid- 
ering the time of delivery. Most of the 
business was for prompt or nearby ship- 
ment and the daily output of the mills 
was more than taken care of. 

Shipping directions were prompt in 
most cases and a fair supply of tank cars 
Was reported. Box cars for smaller ship- 
ments in bdrrels were scarce and will 
probably continue so. Considering the 
season of the year the crushers are well 
satisfied with the number of orders they 
are taking. 

The supply of oil in local tanks is de- 
creasing again in spite of the more lib- 
eral run of the mills. Some companies 
have a very light reserve on hand and 
will have a steady supply of flaxseed to 
take care of their orders promptly. 

Prices quoted at 75@76c. for shipment up 
to June and in some cases for shipment 
as late as September 1. 


LINSEED OIL MEAL. 


There was a further sharp break 
the meal market because of the more 
liberal supply turned out by the crushers 
and the limited demand prevailing. The 
buyers were pretty well loaded up just 
before. the break came and did not get 
much advantage of the situation until 
prices were down around $31, where one 
crusher unloaded quite a lot of stuff. 
After this pressure was removed the un- 
dertone firmed up again, but is now weak 
again. The general situation pertaining 
to meal is not very satisfactory and some 
of the crushers are predicting a further 


in 


decline. There is some accumulation in 
local mills, most of them having a sur- 
plus on hand and some of them being 


pretty well choked up owing to the re- 
cent spurt in operations to take care of 
the oil demand. There is nothing to in- 
dicate a broader demand, as warmer 
weather is coming and the buyers are not 
inclined to place any large orders for de- 


ferred shipment. The millfeed market 
improved slightly during the past few 
days and if millfeed prices go sharply 


higher it may divert some of the buying 
to oil meal. This is about the only hope 
of betterment. Prices quoted at $31@32 
today.

Duluth, Minn., March 8, 1916. 

The flax market has been gradually ad- 
vanecing during the past six days, purely 
its legitimate strength. The advance 


on 
has been slow, but that is due to the fact 
that the speculators have been almost 
wholly eliminated, the speculative ele- 
ment in the markets just now having 
turned their attention to wheat. 

The crushers are steadily in the mar- 
ket but avoiding anything like feverish 


buying, for the slow advance of the mar- 
ket is, of course, perfectly agreeable to 
them. They are getting a considerable 
amount of seed without exciting the mar- 
ket and attracting the attention of the 
speculative element, which they would 
just as soon have kept out for a long time 
yet. However, it seems certain that after 
the feverish condition gets out of wheat 
and the activity in that cereal is lessened, 
speculators are going to turn their at- 
tion to flax again because of the native 
strength it possesses. 

Cables have been high in the seed all 
week up to today, when for some reason 
not explained, the seed abroad weakened. 
At that the seed sold on this market 
at the highest point in the past two 
weeks, though it closed at 1% cents be- 
low yesterday. On every sag in price, 
the crushers get active and buy, and the 


sag is soon checked. A good many hun- 
dred thousand bushels have changed 


hands in the past two weeks, all of the 
crushers sharing well in the. general 
grab. 

Receipts continue to decline—in domes- 
tic seed—but they have been growing 
somewhat in bonded stuff, owing to the 
better movement of cars from the Cana- 
dian markets to this point, the United 
States being the only outlet they have, 
Eastern Canada being still choked up. 

It is reported here that farmers in the 
West are preparing to sow a good deal 
more flax during the coming season than 
they did last, attracted by the high prices 
and the probability of more oil being 
used this year and mext than for years, 
or perhaps at any time.

Winnipeg, Man., March 7, 1916. 

For some weeks the receipts of West- 
ern Canada flax at Winnipeg averaged 
only one or two cars per day, but recent- 
ly they have increased. Inspections past 
Winnipeg in the last two weeks have 
averaged about a dozen cars per day. 
This would seem to indicate that farm- 
ers were holding flax for the present bet- 
ter prices. When the inspections were 
only one or two cars per day, the impres- 
sion was that the last crop had been 
about cleaned up. It is still the opinion 
that there is not very much more in 
farmers’ hands to be marketed. Volume 
of trade here depends upon the offerings, 
and is not very large even with in- 
creased inspections. 

Stocks of. flax at Fort William and Port 
Arthur at the week-end amounted to 
915,446 bushels, as compared with 867,769 
bushels a. week previous, and 869,655 bush- 
els at the corresponding date last year.

The week has brought different 
changes in prices for important paint 
materials and in most cases the trend 
of values is upwards. Linseed oil has 
been advanced over the quotations of 
last week, and other oils used in the 
paint trade also are firmer. Soya bean 
oil and China wood oil feel the effects 
of higher transportation rates and are 
firmly held. In the case of linseed oil 
the freight situation plays an imppr- 
tant part, as it is restricting trade in 


oil cake and also is bringing up the 
price of Argentine seed and thus 
works in a double way against the 


buyer of oil. The lead and zinc pig- 
ments are higher in price, and in the 
case of each quotations are far from 


free. A new schedule is in effect for 
French process zinc wxide, but the 


amounts which buyers are able to con- 
tract for are based on past consump- 
tion in the case of the individual com- 
panies, and the spot offerings are 
small. The lead products are not only 
held at advanced prices, but are not 
offered as freely as usual. Demand has 
been good and consumption has kept 
pace with production, se that no accu- 
mulated stocks are held by sellers, and 
the cost of turning out these products 
is constantly changing, with the result 
that prices for the pigments in some 
eases are little better than nominal. 
Dry colors can hardly be expected to 
improve under present conditions, and 
the progress of the market from week 
to week bears this out. Lithopone is 
moving freely against old orders, but 
the spot market is nominal. Casein 
is another material which is offered 
only in a small way and on which no 
fixed prices are obtainable. Metallic 
paints are quiet, but they are note- 
worthy from the fact that quotations 
have been kept at a steady level, while 
most other materials have gone to 
higher prices. A review of the linseed 
oil and naval stores markets will be 
found on pages 21 and 23, respectively. 
On page 12 there is a complete report 
on the flaxseed situation. A report on 
alcohol will be found under the drug 
market. -Comment pn the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 


PIG LEAD.—The quotation for 
lead, while given at 6.60c. per pound, 
is if little importance, as stocks are 
not to be obtained at that price. Sales 
are reported this week at 7c. per 
pound, and up to 7.05c. per pound is 
said to have been offered by consumers 
who were in the market for supplies. 
St. Louis quotes 6%@6%c, per pound. 
Lead ore is held at $88@90 per ton at 
Joplin. Production of lead is given 
as larger than ever before, but stocks 
are admitted to be light, and with the 
good outlet afforded the market is very 
strong, and the general opinion is that 
higher prices are in store. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Demand for white lead is re- 
ported to have been above normal for 
some time, and corroders are credited 
with having small amounts on hand. 
Prices are still moving upwards and 
during the week an advance of one- 
half cent per pound was announced. 
This makes the asking price for dry 
white lead 7%c. per pound, with the 
usual premiums for smaller lots, White 
lead in oil is now held at a minimym 
price of 8%c. per pound. In both cases 
offers are pretty well restricted to 
nearby deliveries, and with the metal 
market likely to go to still higher levels 
the position of white lead is strong. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—This pigment is featured by the lim- 
ited offerings and the consequent firm- 
ness of prices. The open quotation 
was advanced in the middle of the 
week and the lowest price now quoted 
is 7%c. per pound, which places it on 
the same level as basic carbonate. 
Sellers are not able to take care of 
all inquiries and admit that the quo- 
tation is more or less nominal. 

RED LEAD.—Prices for this oxide 
moved in sympathy with those for 
white lead, and closing quotations 
show a net gain of sc. per pound over 
the levels asked a week ago. Dry red 
lead is not to be had under 8c. per 
pound and the product ground in oil 
is held at a minimum figure of 9c. 
per pound. Good demand, small stocks 
in sellers’ hands and increasing pro- 
ducing costs are given as the reasons 
for the firmer market. 

LITHARGE.—At the beginning of 
the week sellers of litharge were of- 
fering at 7%c. per pound, but on 
Wednesday a new schedule was an- 
nounced, making the inside price 8\c. 
per pound. As in the case of the other 
lead pigments the upward course of 
the metal was largely responsible for 
the advance but the situation is fur- 
ther helped along by the excellent de- 
mand which has featured the market 
for some time.

ORANGE MINERAL. — Offers. of 
orange mineral are reported to be 


largely nominal and some sellers are 
holding 11%c. per pound as their best 
price. In other quarters llc. per pound 
is quoted, but there is no guarantee 
that buyers can enter the market and 
buy all they want at the figures named. 

SPELTER.—An easier tone was 
noted in the market for spelter this 
week and some reports stated that 
stocks were larger than had been gen- 


erally believed. The New York price 
is given at 17.67144@17.97c. per pound. 
St. Louis quotes the market dull at

ZINCS.—The feature of the market 
for zinc oxide is a new schedule of 
prices which has been announced by 
leading _ sellers. This applies to 
French process zinc oxide. The former 
schedule was restricted to deliveries 
over the first three months of the year 
and the new prices are for the second 
quarter but become effective at once. 
Owing to high prices for spelter from 
which the oxide is produced the quo- 
tations for the second three months of 
the year show a sharp advance over 
those named for the first three months.

The new prices are:—White seal, 25@ 
25%c. per pound; green seal, 244%4@245c. 
per pound; red seal, 24@24%c, per 


pound. These prices are based upon 


shipments in barrels f. o. b. shipping 
point with freight allowance as here- 
tofore on carload lots only.

DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS. 

Consumers are reported to be taking 
normal amounts of blacks and demand 
has not been slowed up as a result of 
the higher prices which are asked. 
There is no easing off in costs of raw 


materials used in the production of 
many selections of this market and 
sellers are holding the finished colors 


at steady levels. Quotations are:—3% 
@ic. per pound for bone black; 6@12c. 
per pound for drop black; 10@lic. per 
pound for domestic grades of ivory 
black; 18@24c. per pound for foreign 
ivory black; 10@12c. per pound for car- 
bon gas black; 11@14c. per pound for 
grinders’ grade of lampblack; $18@25 
per ton for mineral black. 


BLUES. 
The majority of the blues are not 
quoted at fixed prices and sales are 


the subject of private terms. Prussian 
blue and the kindred colors are de- 
pendent upon the position of the mate- 
rials needed in their manufacture and 
this is where the main reason for the 
nominal market for the colors lies. The 
materials show no indication of re- 
turning to more normal levels and un- 
til this has been done the colors must 
necessarily remain unsettled. Ultra- 
marine blues are in fair demand, with 
prices graded according to quality and 
7@32e. per pound covers the range of 
prices. 
BROWNS. 


Domestic grades of sienna and umber 
are in good demand in a comparative 
sense and are holding at steady price 
levels. Foreign grades are firm, with 
ocean freights a disturbing factor and 
likely to cause a revision of prices to 
higher figures. Italian sienna is offered 
at 5@7c. per pound for burnt and pow- 
dered. Domestic sienna is offered at 
24%, @3c. per pound, and domestic umber 
at 2@2%c, per pound.

The protests of W. H. Stiner & Son re- 
lating to the classification of merchan- 
aise invoiced as “disinfecting fluid,’ 
were overruled by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers for the rea- 
son that no evidence was submitted to 
uphold the claim of the importers. The 
merchandise was classified as a coal-tar 
preparation under paragraph 21, tariff 
law of 1913, and assessed at the rate of 
15 per cent. ad valorem.

It was returned as‘a chemical salt, un- 
der paragraph 5, act of 1915, at 15 per 
cent. ad valorem. The case was sub- 
mitted on the official record and, accord- 
ing to the decision of the board, an ex- 
amination of this record disclosed no 
reason for disturbing the action of the 
classifying officer. The protest was over- 
ruled, 

Gentian Root. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers held that gentian root is cov- 
ered by paragraph 39, tariff act of 1913, 
which overrules the protest of the Mc- 
Laughlin, Gormley, King Company. The 
claim of the importers was for free en- 
try as a crude drug, under paragraph 
7 It was classified by the appraiser 
at 4c. per pound, under paragraph 39, 
providing for gentian root, ete. 

Oxide of Zine. 

Following the decision of the board of 
December 17, 1915, relating to oxide of 
zinc put up in packages of less than 2% 
pounds, gross weight, the protests of the 
National Aniline and Chemical Company 
and McKesson & Robbins were  over- 
ruled The merchandise was assessed at 
the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, un- 
der paragraph 17, as a chemical com- 
pound, The claim was for-duty at the 
rate of 0 per cent., under paragraph 61, 
providing for oxide of zinc. 

Phthalic Acid, Anhydride. 

The Heller & Merz Co. and the Ba- 
dische Company won in their contention 
that phthalic acid should have been re- 
turned free of duty, under paragraph 387, 
tariff act of 1913. It was assessed at the 
rate of 15 per cent., under paragraph 1. 
The board held that the merchandise was 
identical with that which was the sub- 
ject of a previous decision (T. D. 35914), 
wherein phthalic acid was returned free 
of duty.

The Anglo-American Incandescent 
Light Company, Pittsburgh, protested 
against the collector’s assessment of 
duty at 15 per cent., under paragraph 5, 
on merchandise invoiced as Manganite, 
which was classified as a chemical com- 
pound. No evidence was presented when 
the case was called for trial and Judge 
Brown, after reading the official papers 
in the case, said he saw no reason for 
admitting the merchandise duty free as 
oxide of manganese, as claimed in the 
protest, 

Aromatic Substance. 
The protests of the American Express 


relating to the classification of 
perfumes, etc.. were overruled for lack 
of evidence. The collector reported that 
duty was originally levied at the rate of 
60 per cent. ad valorem, under  para- 
graph 48, tariff of 1913, as alcoholic per- 
fumery and toilet articles, but the ap- 
praiser subsequently amended his return 
and duty was assessed on a portion of 
the merchandise at the rate of 20 per 
cent., under paragraph 40, for aromatic 
substances, as claimed in the protests. 
This did not satisfy the importers and 
protests were forwarded to the board. 
When the case was called for a hearing 
there was no appearance on behalf of 
the importers, and the protests were 
overruled in all respects.

Alcohol Tax. 


Bostan, March 9, 1916. 
At a meeting held recently at the Bos- 
ton City Club by the Boston paint and 
oil jobbers and manufacturers, all mem- 
bers of the Paint and Oil Club of New 
England, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted:— 


Whereas, It has been proposed by the in- 


ternal revenue commissioner to tax specially 
denatured alcohol 10 cents per proof gallon, 
equal to about 19 cents per ¥4 per cent. al- 
cohol, the firms and corporations whose names 
ippear on this resolution are opposed to the 
tax as proposed, for the following reasons, 


namely: 

First. That the public does get the benefit of 
price, especially so when specially denatured 
alcohol enters into the manufacture of shellac 
varnish, which fact can be proven. 

Second. That the manufacturers do not get 
the benefit of any increased profit, in that the 
price of shellac varnish was lowered 50 per 
cent, or more when free specially denatured 
alcohol came into general use, 

Third. That the tax as proposed would in- 
flict a hardship on every user of shellac varnish 
by the price that would necessarily be made 
to cover increased cost. 

And that we will, by every honorable means, 
do our utmost to prevent this pre posed tax. 

Voted that a copy of this resolution be sent 
io the Senators and Congressmen from Massa- 
chusetts and to Senators from throughout New

Drug and Proprietary Interests Urge 


Relief from Harrison Law Decision. 


Washington, March 10, 1916. 

A brief conference was held today with 
Commissioner Osborn amd other Officials 
of the United States Internal Revenue 
Bureau, and Messrs. Lattimer, Holliday 
and Kline, representing the wholesale 
druggisis and manufacturers of pharma- 
ceutical products, in regard to further re- 
lief sought by ‘the manufacturers and 
wholesalers from the provisions of Treas- 
ury Department decision No. 2292. This 
decision, it will be remembered, is an 
amendment and extension of the pro- 
visions of the old decision 2244 in regard 
to what shall be incorporated upon order 
forms in complying with the provisions of 
the Harrison narcotic law. In effect the 
representations to the commissioner were 
that it is desirable that in ordering com- 
modities from manufacturers and whole- 
salers that the name or number carried 
in the price list of commodities be used 
rather than a specification as to not only 
the article ordered but the narcotic con- 
tent thereof. The commissioner took the 
matter under advisement and will deter- 
mine later whether any further relief can 


be granted along this line. The Officials 
call attention to the fact, however, that 
the Harrison law specifically requires a 


statement in the order form of the mar- 
cotic drug in order that a record may be 
kept of the quantities of such drug _ pur- 
chased and ultimately sold. They doubt 
that they have authority, even if it were 
desired, to require the name of medicinal 
preparations, even if it were known as to 
the quantity of narcotics contained in 
such preparations

Ad- 
vances in the lard and provision mar- 
kets have created a friendlier feeling

Mexican Oil Development Checked. 


Tampica, Mexico, March 4, 1915. 

Uncertainty as to the policy and atti- 
tude of the de facto government towards 
the oil land investment interests of for- 
eigners in the Gulf coast region and other 
parts of Mexico is hampering this class 
of development, Preparations for exten- 
sive exploration and exploitation opera- 
tions in this district were well advanced 
when advices were received a few days 
ago that a plan for the “nationalization” 
of all the foreign-owned oil lands in Mex- 
ico Was under consideration by ‘First 
Chief” Venustiano Carranza, and that it 
was believed the radical proposition had 
his approval, The ‘‘nationalization’’ plam 
calls for what amounts to practically the 
confiscation of all the land that is owned 
by British, American and other foreign 
interests in this country. It is said to be 
directed specifically against those con- 
cerns whch are alleged to have obtained 
valuable land concessions and rights from 
the Diaz government. 

It is well known here that there is a 
strong feeling of opposition and prejudice 
tuwards American and other foreign oil 
interests in Mexico on the part of the 
native business element of this country. 
‘They have witnessed these investors real- 
ize enormous profits from their Mexican 
holdings while the less enterprising cit- 
izens of this republic stood idly by amd 
overlooked. the golden opportunities that 
were betore them, 

It is taken for granted by some of the 
larger American oil interests of this terri- 
tory that their own government will pro- 
tect them in their property rights‘if the 
process of confiscation is attempted, and 
these concems are going ahead with their 
development work without regard to pos- 
sible eventualities.

NORTILWESTERN LOUISIANA OIL 
FIELDS. 

Shreveport, La., March 6, 1916. 

An unusually large number of completions— 
thirty-five in all—failed to keep up the average 
daily production of all districts in North- 
western Louisiana in the week ending March 
6, 1916, when compared with the record of the 
previous week In the week under review the 
laily average for all districts was 37,300 bar- 
rels, of which 150 barrels were heavy oil 
This was an increase of 900 barrels in the 
southern districts, 495 barrels in Caddo light 
grades and 7% barrels in Caddo heavy oil when 


compared with the daily average for the pre 
vious week For a period of practically on 
year, there has been a gradual decrease in the 


dail production of Northwest Louisiana until 





it is me ittle more than one-half what it was 
a year ago The most noticeable decrease has 
been in the newer districts in Red River and 
De Soto parishes, Crichton having fallen oif 
one-half. A year ago rarely a day passed 
without a gusher being brought in; now one 


is seldom uncovered. Out of ten completions at 





Crichton the past week a 200-barrel pumper 
was the best the field had to offer. The com- 
bined production of the ten wells was only 
1,140 barreis. It is noticeable, however, that 
thers was not one dry hole among the com- 
pletions, It was long the boast of the entire 
district that a dry hole had never been drilled 
in the territory, Even now a dry hole is sel- 
dom found. Sometimes a test failed to make a 
producing well, but it is usually due to some 
wccident in drilling, causing the hole to be im- 
properly finished While there has been a 
stealy decline in the production of the southern 
districts, the Caddo fields have all held steadily 
around 15,000 barrels a day, except the shallow 
territory, Of late both the shallow territory 
and the deeper formation have showed some 
gains The shallow territory produces heavy 
oil and the deeper tormation produces the 
lighter grad Until recently the price of 35 
eents a barrel did not warrant operating the 
wells in the shallow fieids, but now with this 
grade bringing S5 cents @ barrel the old leases 
are again being operated and a number of new 
wells drilled. 

Higher prices have not had the stimulating 
effect on drilling that it has in other sections 


of the country, Not much of a revival in drill- 
ing may be expected urtil the price of crude at 
the wells touches $1.50 a barrel. The recent 
advances in the East have led the producers 
to expect corresponding advances here, and 
they all seem to be waiting for still higher 
prices. In the past week there was an actual 
falling off in drilling operations in all districts 
ot thirteen wells when compared with the rec- 
ord of the previous week. 








There is considerable activity in the older 
districts of Caddo parish at Lewis, Moorings- 
port, Hosston and Vivian. The excitement at 
Monterey has about petered out, only four tests 
being under way in this district now where 
three months ago there were twenty or more 
The hunt is still being carried on actively in 
the Shreveport district for oil, but so far has 
not been productive of anything but gas. 

The finding of some monster gas wells—from 


10,000,000 to 30,000,000 cubie feet—in Bossier 
parish is the forerunner of a large amount of 
new work being started in a strip of territory 
running northward from Red River and De 
Soto parishes to east of the Caddo parish dis- 
tricts, a distance of seventy-five miles. In this 
strip there are a dozen or more wildcat tests 
drilling. 

Three gas wells were completed in the week, 
one of them credited with an open flow volume 
of 20,000,000 cubic feet. The best oil well in 
the week was that of the _Gulf Production 
Company’s at Oil City, credited with an initial 
flow of 1,000 barrels in twenty-four hours,

At the close of Fefirvary it has been shown 
that about as many new wells are under way 
as at any time in the past, indicating that 
better weather conditions will ‘bring about 
nearly half again as many, which will be a 
record. At the close of the month in the high- 


grade fields along with the Oklahoma-Kansas- 
Louisiana-Texas fields, there was a total of 
2,279 wells drilling and 821 rigs up, a total of 
3,100 in new work, This is very encouraging, 
as it is one of the worst seasons of the year 
for oil development work. 

February showed only a slight decline in fin- 
ished wells over the fields of the country, In 
the high-grade fields a total of 609 wells were 
drijled, of which 101 were gas wells and 112 
were dry holes, the balance showing a new 
production of 5,240 barrels. In the Oklahoma- 
Kansas-Texas-Louisiana-Arkansas fields there 
were 998 wells finished, 63 gas wells, 167 dry 
holes and 138,757 barrels of new production, 
making a total of all fields of 1,607 finished 
wells, 164 gas wells, 279 dry holes and 143,997

West Virginia. 


One of the wost active developments in the 
West Virginia fields at this time is the in- 
stallation of gasoline plants to extract gasoline 
from casing-head gas Since the price of 
gasoline has been soaring the general public is 
more interested in the oil industry than at any 
previous time. The uncountable users of gaso- 
line know that it is derived from crude oil, and 
the decline in preduction is likely to cause the 
price of gasoline to advance to a much higher 
point, hence the many inquiries as to the dis- 
covery of new sources of supply. With all of 
the advanced methods for extracting a large 
percentage of casoline from crude 4 the sup- 
ply has not kept up to the increased consump- 
tion. The present shortage would be still more 
acute were it not for the attention oil producers

have given to the extraction of gasoline from 
casing-head gas by the compressor process. 
Not all gas derived from the West Virginia 
wells is suitable for th purpose, as the yield

plant In nearly all sections of the Little 
Mountain State new plants are building and 
oil producers are turning their attention to the 
manufacture of casing-head gasoline. In some 
localities where the producer does not see his 
way clear to «rect a compressor plant, outside 
capital is being invested and his gas is being 
sold to the nearest plant for converting it into 
gasoline, Previous to the recent shortage, pro- 
ducers had to hunt a market for their product, 
and the price was so low that it did not pay 
him any return for keeping the plant running, 
and it was shut down Now they are running 
to their full capacity and the refineries are bid- 
ding against one another for all they can pro- 
duce The high gravity of casing-head gasoline 
is such as to meke its use for internal combus- 
tion impracticable, and the refiners can blend 
it with naphtha of a lower gravity and double 
the vclume, getting a grade of 68 to 70 gravity, 
such aS most generally used by automobilists 
Since refiners can double the quality by mixing 
the higher and lower grades and get a quality 


is so small as to not 


equal to that derived from high-grade crude 
oil by the direct refining process, it can readicy 
be understood why they are anxious to make 


contracts with producers for casing-head gase- 
line. 

In the deep-sand fields of West Virginia a 
more notable increase is noticed in the Har- 
rison county field, and there is considerable new 
activity in that county, which is still promising 
for small congested olf pools. It is the most 
promising of the deep-sand fields of the State. 
As a gas-producing territory the deep sands of 
Lewis county are among the best, and there is 
no telling how many good oil wells will yet be 
found in that county, with its high gas pres- 
sure and enormous volume of natural ga The 
average size of the new wells in the State has 
been growing smaller for a number of years, 
and the downward trend is likely to continue 
unless some large productive territory is soon 
discovered, Wildcat work is starting in Brax- 
ton, Wayne, Jackson, Upshur and Nichols 
counties. Wetzel and Doddridge counties have 
some new work now starting in addition to the 
older strings of tools that have been working 
along in the two counties during the winter 
months. The shallower sand districts in Tyler, 
Ritchie, Wood and other counties are also 
showing an increase in new work, which means 





that the good summer weather will bring the 
trade out in full regalia. The Columbus Pro- 
ducing Company, which controls a nice bunch 
of first-class territory in the Cabin Creek dis- 
trict, in Kanawha county, will keep the drill 
active the entire season. 

In Kanawha county, ‘Elk district, the Ohio 
Fuel Oj] Company’s second test on the Senatta 
Mullins tract, on (Blue Creek, pumped 25 bar- 
rels.

The Columbia Gas and Blectric Company is 
actively drilling in the Sheridan district, in 
Lineoln county, making preparations for an 


ample supply of natural gas for the proposed 
gas line from that point to Baltimore, Md, It 
is reported that this company has been success- 
ful in securing a twenty-five-year franchise to 
furnish natural gas for Baltimore, and that 
the business will be conducted under a sub- 
sidiary known as the Baltimore Natural Gas 
Company, This will mean the construction of 
a line 280 miles in length to deliver the gas to 
Baltimore. The right of way for the proposed 
line has about all been taken up, and as soon 
as some of the minor details have been worked 
out construction will start The line will be 
of 20-inch pipe, with a number of pumping 
stations between the field and the terminus of 
the big line. 

An important wildcat well is being drilled in 
the Ravenswood district of Jackson county, 
and is being done by John Bady & Co., on the 
K. S. Nutter tract, on Sandy Creek. This com- 
pany expects to drill several tests in the dis- 
trict if they fail to find oil in the first venture 
They have confidence in the district and will 
test it thoroughly, In Calhoun county, Center 
district, G. L. Cabot is starting a test well 
on the Jane Wisloh tract, on Big root Run. 
This well is also an important one. In Upshur 
county, Buchannan district, the Buchannan 
Fuel Company is at work on a test well on the 
Smith tract, and is in hopes of finding gas, 
but will be satisfied with of in paying quanti- 
ties.

The Southeastern-Central 
week failed to show a 
amounted te much as a producer of oil, as 
everything was on the light order. There is 
an increase in new work in both the shallow 
and deep sand sections, but the wells that 
are being found are generally light. Vinton 
county is more active than at any period 
since work started in that county, and some- 
thing stirring is soon looked for there, if not 
in oil, in gas, as some remarkably fine gas 
wells are being unearthed of late in that 
southern section.

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REPORT. 


Robinson, I March 9, 1916. 

A review of the Llinois petroleum fields for 
the week shows a heavy decline in results, 
owing to the bad conditions of the weather. 
Better times are looked for as soon as the 
conditions change, as great preparations have 
been made for a series of wildcat wells along 
the entire western border of the State and 
at many other points, wherever the geologists 
have announced the finding of an anticline. 
Very little wildcat work is done unless some 
geologist passes an opinion upon the territory. 
Western Illinois is full of these small anti- 
clines, and while all do not produce oil when 
drilled, the majority of them do, and for that 


reason oil men look to the anticlines for their 
new production. The two anticlines in Me- 
Donough county, near Plymouth, have proven 
very productive and another near Staunton, 
in Macoupin county, has developed fine gas 
wells and oil, but g@as appears to be the 
product of this anticline. The Carlyle anti- 
cline, in Clinton county, is another that was 
quite prolific, as was the Sandoval anticline in 
Marion county, and the Allendale anticline, in 
Wabash county. Another small anticline was 
discovered by the Frogtown Oil and Gas Com- 
pany in a test in Broose township, Clinton

county, and now there are several tests being 
made. Two wells have been drilled to shallow 
depths, one producing 12 barrels and the other

past few months, and much of the lands have 
been leased up, and new wells will start as 
quickly as the weather becomes favorable to 
move supplies to the new locations 

In the older fields there will be a rush of 
the drill with settled weather. There are still 
a great number of choice locations left to 
drill and these wells will be drilled as soon as 
the land owners can get out the material. 


There is slight chance to increase the general 
output of oil in Illinois but if well owners can 
find enough oil to maintain their average pro- 
duction, they can consider themselves lucky, 
as the older wells are going off so fast in 
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production that it will take some good new 
gushers to maintain the general average pro- 
duction. Buyers for oil production have been 
parading the Illinois fields for some weeks 


trying to purchase production, but are unable 


tu secure any at any fair price. In many 
cases better than $1.500 per barrel is asked 
for what is considered settled production, 


where a year or so ago it could be bought for 





less than half that figure.

LIMA-INDIANA OIL FIELDS, 
Lima, Ohio, March 9, 1916. 

A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 

Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 


shows that a total of 20 wells were finished, 
of which two were dry holes and the eighteen 
producers showing a total of 310 barrels a day. 
This is a decrease of 2 wells, 65 barrels’ pro- 
duction, and 5 dry holes from the previous 
week's review. This can be accounted for in 
numerous ways. First the weather was such 
that little could be accomplished and not as 
many wells were due for to be finished as for 
the previous week. The Indiana field has been 
going backward for a number of years, but 
now, with the good market price for oil, an 
active season may be experienced in the State, 
as there is an abundance of undrilled terri- 
tory not only in the older defined fields but 
in the south half of the State, which is being 
well leased over at this time. There are many 
well known anticlines in the southern part of 
the State that have not been tested. 

In the Ohio end much leasing has been done 
in all directions from the old fields, and active 


work will start as soon as the weather con- 
ditions are mild and the roads are possible.

GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 
Houston, Tex., March 4, 1916 

There was little change in either new pro 
duction or drilling operations in the Gulf 
coast districts in the week ending March 4, 
when compared with the record of the pre 
vious week. In new production there was an 
increase of 1,038 barrels, and in drilling oper 
ations an increase of 1 well under way at the 
close of the week. The record for the past 
week was:—Completions, 31; new production, 
22.438 barrels; dry holes, 6; rigs, 65; wells 
drilling, 187; total tests under way, 252. For 
the previous week it was:—Completions, 30; 
new production, 21,400 barrels; dry holes, ; 
rigs, 6S; total tests under wa 251. 

There were no changes in market conditions

Texas points, making the new prices range 
from $1.02 to $1.07. There are a few lots of 
free oll still unecontracted at Humble, the 
owners holding out for $1.25 a barrel. 

Humble, Vinton and Edgerly are the fields 
attracting the most interest in the Gulf coast 
region from the fact that each has developed 
deep pay extensions recently. At Humble 
gushers continue to be developed with monot 
onous regularity in the deep sand territory, 
but they de not hold up very well, many of 
them soon going to water and having to be 
put on air to make them flow. This would 
indicate that the head is off the present ex- 
tension and that it will soon be either an air 
or pumping proposition. At the close of the 
week the production of the entire field was 
approximately 51,000 barrels a day. 

There were 16 completions at Humble in the 
week, with only 2 failures. The 13 producing 
wells had an initial daily production of 18,035 
barrels. At the close of the week there were 
24 new derricks up and 79 rigs running. The 
deep test on the east side of the field, drilling 
by Burt & Griffith, is now down nearly 4,700 












feet and has less than 100 feet to go to hold 
the record for the deepest hole ever drilled 
in Texas.

Two deep holes are being drilled 
south of production, and Green, 
Barbe et al. are drilling a deep hole north of 
the San Jacinto River on the Hamblin 150 
acres. They are down 2,000 feet with a fish- 
ing job. Northwest of the town of Humble the 
Gulf Production Company is starting another 
deep hole on the Bender-Adams, about one 
mile north of No, 2. 

Developments at Humble have 
intensive stage where companies and individ- 
uals are hunting places to drill, no matter 
how small, if they are large enough to put up 
a derrick. The Bear Cat Oil Company is an 
example of drilling on small tracts. The com- 
pany has one-fifth of an acre in the heart of 
the field. It received its charter from the 
State last Friday, March 3, and the stock 
was all sold in two hours. Since the sale of 
the Cicero acre with 1 well, the past month, 
for nearly $300,000, the people are going wild 
and stock companies are springing up over 
night. Most of them have small holdings, and 
many of them are making good. The Hoff- 
man Oil Company, with 11 wells and leases 
on 29 acres, is optioned to R. C. Duff and 
Ww. ¢. Turnbow for $360,000. These gentle 
men are in Philadelphia now, closing up the 
deal. The Hoffman Company is capitalized 
at $12,000, and has earned over $100,000 in 
less than one year, and now has a daily pro- 
duction of 1,500 barrels. Its production is all 
in shallow sand territory. 

At Vinton a rich spot has been tapped north 
west of the Gulf Refining Company's pump 
station. A half dozen wells have been com 
pleted in this locality the past two months, 
and they come in making all the way from a 
few hundred to 10,000 barrels a day. At Edg- 
erly the Victory Company has opened up a 
rich spot on the west side of its Lilliard lease 
and a number of tests are now drilling in that

Its latest completion, ‘No. 7 Lilliard, 
started 


with a maximum daily production of 
2,500 barrels. It is now making 400 barrels. 
At Sour Lake the Producers’ Oil Company 
continues to get good wells on the Texas fee 
land, a completion the past week being good 
for 1,200 barrels. 

At Batson the Paraffine-Reliance Oil Com- 
panies are starting another deep test on the 
Prairie, southeast of the field about one mile. 
It will be known as No. 5 Prairie. It is 
located 1,200 feet east of the last deep test. 
In the same district the Phoenix Oil Company 
has started a deep test on the J. M. Kirby 
60) acres, one mile north of the field. At 
Goose Creek the Gulf Production Company is 
still drilling one deep test, and the same com- 
pany also has a deep hole at Saratoga. At 
Markham the Doheny interests of California 
are drilling south of the field at about 2,800 
feet and getting ready to set 3,400 feet of 
10-inch casing. This will be the longest string 
of 10-inch casing ever set in Texas. These 
people say they will drill over a mile deep if 
they do not find a pay at a lesser depth. 

In wildeat work interest continues to center 
in Damon Mound, West Columbia, and Bailey’s 
Prairie in Brazoria county, Palestine in An- 
county, Santa Anna in Coleman coun- 
ty, and Barber's: Hill in Chambers county. 
It is claimed that the Turner well, four miles 
southeast of Santa Anna, will make 100 bar- 
rels a day. At Palestine it is claimed that 
the test of the Producers’ Oil Company is good 
for 50 barrels. At Damon Mound the second 
test of |the Texas Exploration Company was 
dry at’ S80» feet. A test was made by the 
Producers’ Oil Company at West Columbia. 
The hole showed some oil and will be drilled 
deeper.

Weather conditions in February throughout 
the Gulf coast region have been ideal and 
the roads in good condition for hauling mate- 
rial. This is in contrast to all other divisions 
in the country where they have been complain- 
ing of bad roads and cold weather. The only 
drawback is the lack of material, especially 
pipe. There is a scarcity of pipe and opera- 
tions are being retarded to some extent because 
of the falure to secure standard sizes of 
casing. A number of tests are temporarily 
down awaiting casing. The shortage 
is said to be due to the fact that many of the 
pipe mills are unable to get steel and iron, 
which has been in great demand for the manu- 
facture of war munitions. As a result, the 
prices of certain kinds of oil well supplies 
have nearly doubled in the past six months,

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELDS. 


Los Angeles, Cal., March 5, 1916. 


Operations in the California oil fields were 
about normal during the past week. Most of 
the repair work occasioned by the storms has 
been completed, and operators are again turn- 
ing to new work. The activity, however, is 
on the part of the large companies, the Stand- 
ard starting most of the new wells. 

The Royal Dutch-Shell combine has again 
added to its already large holdings in Cali- 
fornia by the purchase of the Hazeltine prop- 
erty owned by the British Consolidated. The 
property is located in the Coalinga field near 
the other purchased holdings of the Shell com- 
bine. The property is at present shut down, 
but with the new refinery of the Shell at 
Martinez demanding more oil, the Hazeltine 
property will in all probability be opened up 
in the near future. 


The total investments of this concern now 
total approximately $20,000,000 in California 
property, and it is from time to time strength- 
ening its now formidable standing. Recently 
$4,000,000 was paid for the Turner and W. K. 
properties in Coalinga, which, with the recent 
cash purchase, indicate the financial status of 
the company to be in excellent condition. The 
Shell Company has just increased its capital 
stock from $35,000,000 to $45,000,000, the added 
$10,000,000 being placed in preferred issues 
which will not be placed on the market, but 
will be held in reserve, in readiness to be 
handled under any emergency. 

The fight for the control of the Union Oil 
Company is in full sway, and both the oppo- 
nents to the control of the Union by holding 
companies and the Stewarts, fighting for con- 
trol, have definitely outlined their plan of ac- 
tion. Beginning March 6, a series of public 
meetings will be held under the auspices of 
the Union Oil Company Stockholders’ Protec- 
tive Association, at which Francis J. Heney, 
retained by the association as attorney, and 
John Garrigues, central figure of the suit, will 
make addresses. The public campaign is ex- 
pected to have an important bearing on the 
attitude of the large number of stockholders 
not yet definitely pledged either one way or 
the other to the cause of the Stewarts or to 
that of their opponents. Legal proceedings are 
being carried on at present, and the verdict 
as to whether or not the voting of the holding 
company stock should be restrained will be 
returned by Judge Finlayson on March 7. 

The case as a whole has attracted wide- 
spread attention, as it concerns the entire in- 
vesting public just as any other issue does in 
the abstract that involves the conduct of cor- 
porations and the values of the securities of 
those corporations. Moreover, it will essen- 
tially decide the attitude of the court as re- 
spects holding companies present and future. 


The Gasoline Price Question. 


The gasoline controversy still occupies a cen- 
tral portion of the oil stage. The organiza- 
tion formed to incite the public sentiment 
against the advance in the price of gasoline 
and to initiate a probe into gasoline conditions 
existing at present, are continuing their fight. 
The Department of Petroleum and Gas of the 
California State Mining Bureau in their weekly 
bulletin say:— 

‘The rising price of gasoline attracts consid- 
erable attention, and loose statements either 
criticising or justifying are frequently given 
publicity. The bureau calls attention to the 
fact that the question is a large one, not prop- 
erly subject to snap judgment, and public 





caution should be exercised in accepting either 
proposed remedies or excuses. The bureau has 
collected and published all available facts, and 
annually issues statistics of all crude mineral 
products of the State, including petroleum. 
Refined products are not extensively noted, 
but the following important facts are dis- 
closed, namely:—That not all California crude 
oil is equally valuable for refining or any other 
one purpose, and the statistics furnished to 
the public by both the producers and pur- 
chasers of crude oil are silent on this vital 
point. A great proportion of the producers of 
crude oil have for several years past been 
making little or no profit. For several years 
the production of oil has exceeded consump- 
tion, but within the past six months published 
statistics indicate a reversal of the process. 
When a number of products come from a sin- 
gle refinery the cost of any one product is 
problematic.’’ 


This month the wholesale quotation on gas- 
Oline in New York has advanced to 23 to 25 
cents; as high as 30 cents at the garage. At 
present it costs less than six cents a gallon 
to ship gasoline to New York from Califirnia. 
As the selling price here is 18 cents, it can 
be seen that if the present New York prices 
are advanced or remain even stable, shipments 
will be made from here. This would decrease 
the already low supply and advance prices here 
again, Further advances seem inevitable, fig- 
uring alone from the laws of supply and de- 
mand. 


The Stock Market. 


During February little activity was shown 
among the oil stocks in the security market. 
Prices on the whole have held well, but there 
has been little buying or selling on the part 
of the public, trading being purely of a pro- 
fessional nature. Several reasons are given 
for this inactivity. The failure of the Asso- 
ciated and Union companies to enter the 
Doheny Pan-American Petroleum and Trans 
portation Company has knocked a great deal 
of the speculative value out of these securities. 
When conditions appeared to favor the inclu- 
sion of the Union and Associated Oil compa- 
nies in the proposed enormous merger, the 
quotation of their stocks went sky high, the 
Union reaching $83 a share and the Associated 
$75 per share. At present the stock of the 
above companies per share are quoted at $68 
each. The drop in the Union Oil Company's 
figure is due to the internal dissensions ex- 
isting in that company as much as to their 
exclusion from the merger. Other causes con- 
tributing to the decreased activity have been 
the damage to oil rigs in several of the 
California fields by the recent storms, which 
will decrease dividends in several companies, 
and pending litigation in the State of Wash- 
ington in regard to unpatented oil lands, which 
has had a dampening influence on the oil 
world generally, and especially in California. 

It is predicted, however, that within the next 
sixty days oil stocks will advance, due to the 
constantly growing demand for crude and re- 
fined oils and oil products, resulting in further 
advances in both crude and refined oil prices. 
This view is backed by the fact that one 
broker offered to pay $3 a share for an option 
to purchase 10,000 shares of Union Oil stock 
within ninety days at $80 a share on the 
southern market. At the time this offer was 
made shares were selling at $10 less than the 
amount per share he offered. 


The transactions on the market in oil stocks 
during January have been made public, and it 
was found that during this month nearly half 
the total sales represented oil stocks. The 
total sales of oil stocks amounted to $308,231. 
Of this total the Union Oil stocks and bonds, 
with those of affiliated and holding companies, 
were close to 60 per cent. of the whole, or 
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$187,634. The Associated and Amalgamated 
jointly aggregated $98,987, so that all other 
shares combined amounted to only $58,222, or 
a little over one-sixth of the total value of all 
the oil stocks and bonds,

Although the total number of wells to be 
drilled during the week ending February 26, as 
reported to the California State Mining Bureau, 
Was seven less than was reported for the week 
previous, the total of nine stands out as a 


healthy number, as compared with the normal 
weekly totals of late. Most of the new wells 
will be drilied in the Midway-Sunset fields 


Five will be drilled by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany and one by the Associated in this field. 
The Associated will start two In the Kern 
River district also. The only new well in the 
fullerton-Whittier fields will be started by the 
Amalgamated in the Coyote hills. The Coyote 
hills are being exploited at present more than 
any other section of the Fullerton-Whittier 
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field. The Union Oil Company recently brought 
in their well No. 6 Hole lease in this district, 
which gave an initial daily output of 1,000 


barrels. It gradually declined to 500 barrels 
a day, which it is maintaining at present 
steadily. Although no gushers have been 
driflied, the average production of the wells 


now producing is 500 barrels to the well. Prop- 
erty in this district is owned in the most part 
by the Union and the Amelgamated Oil com- 
panies, Fifteen wells will be tested for water 
shut off, which is a little more than the nor- 
mal weekly mark, Eight will be deepened or 
redrilled, for the most part in northern ter- 
ritory. None were abandoned, as compared to 
five for the week previous,

Miscellaneous Notes. 


The Brea Canyon well No. 28 is now doing 
300 barrels a day and is maintaining the gas 
flow of 3,000,000 cubic feet per day, The re- 
port that the oil showed paraffine is erroneous, 


The oil runs 24 gravity. 


The mystery surrounding the Oak Ridge’s 
well, formerly the South Mountain, near Santa 
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Paula, Ventura county, is still unsolved. 
Armed guards patrol the land and visitors are 
strictly barred. The most common rumors 
are that the well is a 100 to 200 barrel pro- 
ducer, 28 gravity, 2,800 feet deep, The rumor, 
if true, bears much import. 

Sales of oil by the Independent Agency dur- 
ing January were 25 per cent, in excess of the 
pro rata of menvbers under the enforced re- 
duction of output in effect since the war cut 


down business, Some of the members deliv- 
ered up to the limit, while others drew upon 
storage. The average price was 36% cents. 


While it is below the Standard’s present field 
prices, this price is due to old contracts with 
consumers, and its continuance at present is 
expected to be more than offset later by the 
higher rates under new contracts, 

The Standard’s lubricant plant at El Segundo 


is running full blast. It has all the business 
it can handle to supply Southern California 
demands The facts are that this plant was 


adde4 at Bl Segundo for the simple reason that 
Point Richmond could not keep within the 
needs of the market. 

Ten crews are soon to be 
Kern River field drilling 68 of the 100 wells 
projected recently by the Associated. The

MID-CONTINENT OIL REPORT, 


Independence, Kan., March 6, 1916. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company on Satur- 
day morning advanced the price of mid-con- 
tinent oil 10 cents a barrel to $1.40. The ad- 
vance was entirely unexpected and was scarcely 
believed at first. To them it only meant more 
money for premiums. To the jobbers it meant 
an increase of 1 cent a gallon for gasoline. 
To the producer it meant joy. Other purchas- 
ing concerns immediately followed the Prairie. 
It is now believed the market will go to $1.50 
a barrel. 

This is the highest the established market 
price in the mid-continent field has ever 
reached, In the fall of 1903 the Prairie posted 
a price of $1.38 a barrel; then came the de- 
velopment of the Bolton pool in Montgomery 
county, and the Wayside output and a slip 
in the market; before there could be recovery 
from this came Glenn pool; after that the 
market strengthened to $1.05 a barrel when 
Cushing came along and pushed the foundation 
from under it. 

It seems as if production must increase in 
view of the large number of wells now drill- 
ing and the vast amount of new work project- 
ed. With the number of gushers coming in at 
Cushing it would not appear that the market 
should further advance. But it is impossible 
to predict the future. No one was looking for 
the 10 cent advance last week. The only 
way to account for it is the fact that over 
1,100 wells were drilled in December and only 


800 odd in February. Whether there is a 
game on which the casual observer cannot 
see we know not. At the same time the very 
conditions make necessary that much more 
alertness on the part of independents, and 
hence there is constant strategy between 
these two mighty elements of the industry. ~ 


One of the results of the crude advance must 


be an advance in the price of gasoline. The 
present quotation on 60-61 gasoline f. 0. b. 
refinery is 17.5 to 18c. a gallon. There is a 


strong demand for shipments outside this ter 
ritory. 


It is estimated the output of the Kansas- 
Oklahoma is now 340,000 barrels ai day. 
Cushing is doing 110,000 barrels a day. This 


should increase this week with the number of 
new Tucker sand wells coming in. If the 
Bristow well should come in at 5,000 to 6,000 
barrels, as is predicted by its owners, and if 
big wells continue to come in at Augusta, 
Kansas, at Blackwell, where latest reports say 
the Gypsy Oil Company's No. 2 is making 
800 barrels; at Stone Bluff and a dozen other 
places in the field where good producers have 
been found recently, there can be but one re 
sult and that will be another flood of oil in a 
very short time. No one can tell what further 
drilling in Okfuskee county will bring about; 
it is quite certain, however, that there is a 
big body of oil there, as indicated by present 
wells. Then there is the prospect of Enid, and 
Ada, and Fox, north of the Healdton pool, and 
lastly the Osage. Down in the Haskell pool 
Andres & Cory have drilled in their No. 1 
well on the Josephine Drew farm, in 21-16-15, 
and have what looks like at this writing a 
250-barrel or better well. It has not yet been 
drilled c!ear in. At Bixby the Prairie Oj! and 
Gas Company has completed its Nos. 6 and 
7 on the Payne farm in 4-16-13 for 200 and 
130-barrel wells, respectively. Cosden & 
Hogan's No. 3, 5-16-15, Stone Bluff, has come 






in at 350 barrels. Who shall say with such 
wells as these coming in in various parts of 
the field with regularity what the future of 
the market wil!l be. Certainly they prompt 
conservative action on the part of purchasers 
of crude. 

In February there were 208 completions in 
Kansas and 588 in Oklahoma, with 282 rigs 
and drilling wells in Kansas, and 1,254 in 
Oklahoma on March 1. This month will un- 
doubtedly show a big increase in the number 


of completions. 


Increased Activity in Kansas, 


In spite of the increased activity in Kansas, 
and notwithstanding the fact it is claimed 
there are 2,4) strings of tools in the mid- 
continent field at the present time, nearly 3500 
fewer we!ls were drilled in the mid-continent 
field in February than in December, due prob- 
ably to two causes, first, the weather and, 
gecond, the satisfaction of producers in the 
returns they have been receiving from wells. 
It is hard to understand how there could have 
been such a slump in the number of comple- 
tions in February, considering the apparent 
activity all over the field. 

Take Cowley county, Kansas, for instance. 
There are 40 wildcat wells drilling in this 
eounty, in which there are two producing wells 
at the present time. One of these wells is 
owned by the Monitor Oil and Gas Company, a 
Dutch concern, and was drilled near Dexter 
two years ago and is now making 90 barrels 
a day. The other is near Winfield and is 
making 15 barrels a day. Six or seven dry 
holes have been drilled in Cowley county. 
Yet notwithstanding this there is great con- 
fidence that Cowley county will yet be one of 


the important oil producing counties in the 
State of Kansas. Ten wells are drilling on 
what is familiarly known as the backbone of 


a big anticlinal in the Dexter territory. North 
of this and south of Augusta there are 214 
gas wells, with about 10,000 acres of land 
defined. These wells average 1,500,000 feet of 
gas a day, the largest being about 15,000,000 
feet of gas a day. It will be recalled that 
this field has been producing gas for several 
years and was developed by the Wichita Nat- 
ura! Gas Company. In its efforts to secure a 
larger supply of gas, one of its wells was 
drilled to the deeper sand. At that time there 
were no deep producing wells in Kansas. The 
gas sand at Augusta is found at from 1,500 to 
1,700 feet, and at about 2,500 feet a big pro- 
ducing well was brought in. Since then the 
gas wells have been braden-headed and many 
of them drilled deeper to the oil sand, with 
results now quite familiar to the public. The 
Wichita Natural Gas Company has just drilled 
in its No. 5 on the Frank Varner in 16-28-4 


down to the oil sand, and as soon as the pay 
formation was tapped the hole filled up imme- 
diately 
well. It 


with oil. It is classed as a 600-barrel 
is quite impossib‘e at this time to tell 
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where the Augusta pool will lead. Geologists 
have it doped out that the formation pinches 
out to the west and that good production will 
be found to the southeast and also to the 
northeast, where there is yet considerable ter- 
ritoty to be tested. Harry Sinclair paid $20,- 
000 for 200 acres on the northwest side of the 
pool. Knowing ones think he will get some 
sma!l wells on the east edge of his lease, but 
they think a good part of the property is out 
of the zone. It is claimed the formation at 
Augusta dips 138 feet to every three-quarters 
of a mile. This means if all formation in 
Kansas drops off as rapidly that pools in 
Kansas will be small in area, but probably 
rich, like the territory in Okmulgee county, 
Oklahoma. The Wichita Natural interests, 
under one name or another, are scouring the 
country from this point nearly to the Nebraska 
line. They have had geologists at work for 
months mapping out prospective oil domes. 
Where the geologist has reported favorably 
they have spared no means in getting all the 
acreage possible within the prescribed limits, 
paying what, without geological information, 
would seem outrageous prices. They are about 
to start several wells, one at Cottonwood 
Falls, Council Grove, and other points north. 

At Wiilsey, in Morris county, southwest of 
Council Grove, the farmers have been using gas 
for the past ten years. It is found in a shal- 
iow sand at about 600 feet. Farmers are also 


using gas at Helmick, just east of Wilsey. 
This is in rough, broken limestone country. 
East of this, in Osage county, where a sim- 


ilar formation exists and where the greaser 
might naturally expect to find oil, and there 
is no other visible excuse for the existence of 
a lot of the rough stony land thereabouts, a 
large amount of acreage has already been 
taken up and there is considerable eagerness 
on the part of lease takers, This is in the 
Marais des Cygnes Valley, in which the Ran- 
toul and Paola productions are found. There 
is a very likely stretch of territory all the 
way from Topeka, southeast to Garnett, along 
the Missouri Pacific Railway. At Overbrook, 
in Osage county, and at Michigan Valley, thou- 
sands of acres have been leased. Some twelve 
years ago, when the first excitement in Kan- 
sas was on, this same territory received con- 
siderable attention. At that time, three wells 
were drilled at Agricola, in the northeast cor- 
ner of Coffey county and directly north of the 
lLeRoy-Neosho Falls development. These wells 
were put down to a depth of 1,450 feet and 
showed 35 feet of sand, but no oil. At Wil- 
liamsburg, in the southeast part of Franklin 
county, three more wells were drilled. These 
found about 12 feet of sand and are said to 
have developed a little gas and a slight show- 
ing of oil. At Waverly, southwest of Agri- 
cola, three wells were drilled about the same 
time. Sand was found in these, but no show- 
ing. At Lyndon, near the center of Osage 
county, twenty years ago a well was drilled 
1,000 feet deep into salt water. At Pomona, in 
the northwest corner of Franklin county, three 
wells were drilled from 600 to 980 feet deep, 
and about 55 feet of sand found. The forma- 
tion dips 180 feet to the mije, and in all that 
territory beginning in the western part of 
Franklin county and the southwestern portion 
of Douglas county, west through Osage, Lyon, 
Wabaunsee and Morris counties, coal, cement, 
rock, lime and ocher are found, 

Down at Wellsville, in the northeast corner 
ot Franklin county, a new well has just been 
drilled by the Alloma Oil and Gas Company, on 
the P. Gingrich farm, which has a very fair 
flow of both oil and gas. It has been claimed 
the well is good for 200 barrels, but this is 
undoubtedly greatly exaggerated. A 200-bar- 
rel well at Wellsville would set that part of 
Kansas on .fire with excitement. The well is 
five miles south of the town and is probably 
good for 35 or 40 barrels. At any rate, it 
shows the possibilities in that part of the field. 
They have been getting small wells around 
Wellsville for several years. 

At Rantoul one of the best wells drilled re- 
cently is reported by A. G. Liddle. It is lo- 
cated in 6-17- and is good for @ barrels a 
day. Sproul & Bennett have drilled in their 
first well on-the Hunter farm in 16-17-23, and 
have a 20-barrel producer. A number of 
small-sized wells have been completed in this 
tield the past ten days, and one failure was 
drilled in by D. R. Travis in his ‘initial test 
on the F. Cooper farm in 16-17-22. 

At Erie five or six wells have been 
in mostly by Oklahoma operators. 
Sawyer, of Nowata, on the Walker farm in 1- 
28-18 have a 30-barrel producer. E. B. Law- 
son, an attorney of Nowata, has a small pro- 
ducer on the Vance farm in 25-28-19. The un- 
certainty of this territory prevents more Kan- 
sas operators. At Honeywell, Kan., in 17-35- 
11, which is northwest of the Blackwell field 
and just across the Kansas line, the Talmadge 
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Oi and Gas Company is now down about 
2.40) feet with its wildcat test. Drilling will 
probably be continued in the hope of finding

production to emancipate it from the high 
premium demands of producers. 

In Chautauqua county there is quite an ac- 
tive drilling campaign and some very good 
wells are being found. Among those now op- 
erating are the Interstate Oi] and Gas Com- 
pany, the Berry Oil and Gas Company, Seth 
Ply, McMillan & Leonard, Ray Mack Oil and 
Gas Company, Denman Brothers and. others. 

New wells are drilling in almost every pool 





in Montgomery county. At Eldorado, in But- 
ler county, Wrightsman & Foster have fin- 
ished their No. 7 in 31-25-5 at 621 feet, and 


have a ™-barrel producer. This oil is the 
best for gasoline purposes in the Kansas field, 
ranking almost with Cushing and reducing 2244 
per cent. of gasoline. Frazier and others have 
completed another good well on the Lynn farm 
at 643 feet. There is less drilling here than at 


Augusta. 

One of the results of business activity and 
war demands is an increase in practically 
everything the operator uses in the develop- 
ment of an oil field, The Star Drilling Ma- 
chine Company, at Chanute, Kan., has just 
announced an increase of 25 per cent. in the 


price of its machines, and, as noted elsewhere 
in this issue, drilling. prices are increasing. 

An exceptionally good well is reported in the 
Coffeyville district. It was drilled by A. C. 
McCandless. in 4-35-15. and is credited with a 
production of 100 barrels a day natural. The 
Scipio Oil and Gas Company, in the same 
section on tke Harding farm, has drilled in 
two 15-barrel producers, and L. L. Hutchinson 
35-15 has a well of similar caliber. 
Booth, Lambert and others old on Satur- 
day their Humphries lease in the Boynton 
pool for $200,000. This is a fine cleanup, con- 
sidering the first wells drilled on this property 
were failures. The owners of the property 
were prineipally independent men. 

It is estimated 300,000,000 feet of gas was 
developed in Kansas and Oklahoma during 
February, of which 292,000,000 feet was in 
Oklahoma and 8,000,000 feet in Kansas, The 
largest amount in Kansas was in Montgomery 
county, credited with 4,250,000, and the larg- 
est district in Oklahoma was Creek county, 
with 217,000,000 feet The old Cherokee stood 
second in that State. The total increase in 
the entire field in February over January was 
about 33,000,000 cubic feet a day. 











DRUG REPORTER 


In the Old. Cherokee. 


There is a little work being done in all 
parts of the old Cherokee Nation, that part 
of the Oklahoma field first developed. And 


while the average production of wells in that 
district now average no more than two bar- 
rels, if they will do that, producers say their 
properties are making them money. Among 
the first operators in the Upper Cherokee, that 
is around Dewey, was former Governor Stubbs 
of Kansas. Governor Stubbs has been down 
looking over his holdings the past week and 
expressed himself as well pleased with their 
earnings. The other day ‘McNeal & Johnson 
drilled in their No. 10 on the Albert Curlyhead 
land in 16-26-14, east of Bartlesville, and it 
started at fifty barrels, which is very good 
considering the age of production in that part 
of the field. These latter wells simply go to 
show that a well does not drain the sand very 
far. 

Up northwest of Dewey, at what is known 
as the Oklahoma Wayside field, several strings 
of tools are kept busy, but the wells are small. 
Notwithstanding this it is found profitable to 
drill them. They are shallow. Herbert 
Straight of Bartlesville, formerly of Bradford, 
‘Pa.; the Paraffine Oil Company; Stubbs & 
Kane; La Salle Oil Company; W. Wilkerson; 
the Hattie Oil Company, and others are drill- 
ing. 

A number of good wells are reported in the 
Vera pool. It is quite surprising how this pool 
continues to bring in good wells. It was sort 
of an oleaginous oasis out in an oildom desert 
where nothing good was expected. Then some 
one found a fair well, and that started things 
where everybody said it was a fool's errand 
to seek oil. The Three Sams Oi] Company 
has completed its Nos. 3, 4 and 5 on the 
McCall farm in 29-23-14, and they are good 
for 50, 50 and 100 barrels, respectively. The 
Producers’ Oil Company has a 1(0-barreler in 
the same section. Mason & Overlees have 
drilled in a 75-barrel well on the Johnson farm 
in 32-23-14; Morton & Ruble have a 50-barrel 
producer on the Bryan farm in section 29, and 
the Henry Oil Company has drilled a failure 
in section 30, to the Mississippi lime. The 
Lynna Oil Company is drilling four or five 
wells. Levy No. 2, M. Coker farm, section 29, 
is making fifty barrels. 

In the shallow sand side of the Cherokee it 
begins to seem almost like old times there Is 
so much new work going on. Down at Chelsea 
there are about thirty-five strings of tools 
busy Some very fair wells are coming in, 
starting from ten to 100 barrels, with now and 
then one better than this. A. E. Paulger has 


just drilled in an 80-barrel pumper on_ his 
Taylor lease in 27-24-17; the Parks Oil Com- 


pany has a 40-barreler on the Phillips in 21-24- 
17, and the Lasoyo Oil Company reports a 50- 
barrel well in 9-24-17. There are many smaller 
producers. Up around Nowata 20 to 35-barrel 
wells are quite numerous. The Iron Mountain 
Oil Company has a 40-barreler on its Pumpkin 
lease in 24-25-15. The Prairie, Rising Sun Oi! 
Company, Gunsburg & Foreman, New York 
Oi} Company, Catherine Oil Company and 
Sheets Brothers are among others drilling. 

A new effort has been made to find an ex- 
tension of the old Coody’s Bluff pool to ‘the 
north. Two wells have been drilled up by 
Childers postoffice and both are dry. One was 
located in 26-27-16 and the other was in 3-26-6. 

Some new work is starting in the Wagoner 
pool, and a number of strings of tools are 
starting up in the old Bird Creek district 
These wells come in rather small, but hold 
steady for a long time. 


Late Operations Around Cushing. 


Chief interest in the Cushing section of the 
country is centered in the new well of Litch- 
field, Sullivan & Sheets Bros., located in 36- 
15-18, southeast of Cushing. The well was 
drilled more than a year ago and had a small 
showing. It was heralded, however, as a good 
prospect of a new pool. Work was suspended 
At that time there was a tremendous over- 
production. The story goes that the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company requested the owners not 
to drill the well in until the field conditions 
were more favorable Whether this is true or 
not nothing more was done with the well 
until recently, when it was drilled deeper into 
a sand of undetermined genealogy, and it im- 
mediately began to show up for a big pro- 
ducer. It bridged over and drillers have been 
engaged the past week trying to drill through 
the obstruction, but the bridge has not yet 
been cleared away. In spite of the clog, how- 
ever, the well at intervals makes a flow of 
upward of 100 barrels. There is a great deal 
of speculation over this well. Its owners hold 
approximately 6,000 acres around it If the 
well develops into a gusher of 3,000 to 5,000 
barrels a day with this large amount of acre- 
age it has great possibilities. 

Yet in spite of this large acreage, many are 
trying to get in as closely as possible to the 
well, and already several rigs have been 
shipped to Bristow with the idea of drilling 
in the hope of finding the same pay. Frank 
Barnes is drilling in a well in 14-15-8, nearly 
four miles north and a little west of the new 
well. Sheets Bros. have made a location in 
30-16-9, and the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, 
it is understood, will drill in the same vicinity. 

Another important well has just been drilled 
in by the Home Gas Company. It is located 
in 26-18-5, and is directly east of the Con- 
sumers’ Refining Company at Cushing. This is 
several miles. from the Cushing field proper 
and just on the outside of the town of Cushing, 
in what was supposed to have been dry terri- 
tory so far as oi] is concerned. The sand was 
picked up at 1,700 feet, and the well started 
at about fifty barrels. This well was drilled 
on geological information, and in view, of the 
dry holes in that part of the country is a tri- 
umph ‘for the geologists It -would not be sur- 


prising if, from this information, a pool of 
some importance was ‘developed on Skull 
Creek. When this well was drilled a foot 


deeper into the sand its output was increased 
to nearly 200 barrels a day. 

Apparently spring weather has set in in 
Oklahoma, and drilling operations ought to 
show a marked increase the next few weeks 


Arrangements are being made to drill many 
Bartlesville sand wells down to the Tucker 
formation. This ought to materially increase 
the production of Cushing, which has appar- 
ently slipped off a little with bad weather 
since the big wells were first drilled to the 
Tucker sand. The Cushing Gasoline and Pe- 


troleum Company (Cosden & Aiken) has drilled 
in its No. 12 on the Barnett farm in 5-17-12, 
and it is making 900 barrels a day with the 
sand only tapped. Offsetting this well, the 
Okla Oil Company has drilled down its No. 1 
on the Sam Richards, and it is making 2,500 
barrels a day. The same company’s No, 14 on 
the Sam Richards is eleven feet in the sand 
and making 1,800 barrels a day. The Okla Oil 
Company’s No. 1 Queen Victoria Jackson, off- 
setting the Celia Cobb farm, has been drilled 
to the Tucker sand and is making 1,500 barrels 
a day. The same company's No. 2 at one foot 
in the Tucker sand started off at 200 barrels 
a day, and No. 2 on the Celia Cobb when only 
a few feet in the sand began responding at 
the rate of 2,000 barrels daily. These wells 
sound like old times in the Cushing district, 
and a continuation of this performance for a 
few weeks will put the production back up 
rapidly. The Milliken Oil Company is drilling 
one of its wells on the Moffer farm in 28-18-7 
down to the Tucker sand. This is the property 
purchased from the Pulaski Oil Company re- 
cently for $125,000. If big Tucker sand wells 
are found it will make the purchase price of 
little consequence. 
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In the old part of the pool the Twin State 
Oil Company has drilled in its No. 5 on the M. 
Dale farm in 18-18-7 and has a 350-barrel pro- 
ducer. C. B, Shaffer has drilled his fourth 
well on the Wilson farm, in the same section, 
and it is good for 9) barrels, while his No, 18 
on the Fisher farm, also in this section, is 
g00d for 100 barrels a day. 

Down in the Fox pool extension the Hill 
Oil and Gas Company has started three off- 
sets to its well in the northwest corner of the 
Blair allotment in 23-17-7, where it recently 
brought in a 1,500-barrel producer. The Hill 
Company is also drilling its first test on the 
Oakland Morton farm in 26-17-7 as an offset 
to the Renfro well in the Bartlesville sand, 
drilled about six weeks ago, and it is making 
about 500 barrels a day. 

There are now about 60 strings of tools oper- 
ating in the Fox extension. C. B. Shaffer has 
2)-barrel wells in his Nos. 5, 6 and 9 on the 
Spaniard in 4-16-7, and a 500-barrel well in 
his ‘No. 2 on the Trent tract in 8-16-7. The 
Gypsy Oil Company’s No. 2 on the Harris 
Tucker farm in 16-16-7 is a 200-barrel pro- 
ducer, and its No. 7 on the Trent farm in 
section 9 is making 150 barrels. The Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company has a 100-barrel pro- 
ducer on the Oglesby farm in section 4. The 
Eastern Oil Company's No. 2 on the John 
Mukes farm is good for 100 barrels a day, 
and the same company’s No. 5 on the Hensha 
in 6-167 is good for 200 barrels a day. F. A. 
Chapman has completed Nos. 6 and 7 in 16-167 
for 200 and 275 barrels, respectively. 

Thus in spite of all indications to the con- 
trary, Cushing is not a thing of the past, but 
a very essential factor of the present, with no 
telling what a day may bring forth. 


In the Healdton District. 


There has been little of interest from the 
Healdton district the past week. No excep- 
tional wells have been reported, and no in- 
stances to cause any flurry on the petroleum 
horizon. The Gates Oil and Gas Company is 
one of the most active concerns in the field 
at this time. It has acreage in 10-4-3 and 
15-4-3, and proposes to develop the same as 
quickly as possible. 

Among Western Refiners, 

The Southern Oil Corporation owns a refin- 
ery at Yale and acts also as a broker of 
crude oil. It sent out notices that hereafter 
it will invoice crude to its customers at 60 
cents a barrel over the Prairie Oil and Gas 


Company's posted price. And now the refiners 
are of the opinion that it ic up to them to 
act as their own purchasing brokers and are 
to have a meeting this week to consider the 
matter of appointing a common purchaser. 
With the market still advancing the situation 
has come to be very alarming to them. 

The mid-continent refiners were probably the 
first large body of business men in the coun 
try to adopt the suggestion of the Federal 
reserve bank to use the acceptance draft form 
of credits. The refiners have been well pleased 
with the workings of the new system. In the 
proposed improvements in the Federal reserve 
banking system extension of the acceptance 
system to the domestic trade so far as it relates 
to documentary acceptances secured by ship- 
ping documents and warehouse receipts cov- 
ering readily marketable commodities or 
against the pledges of goods actually sold is 
suggested. 


Kansas jobbers, exclusive of refiner-jobbers, 
announce they will require the coming year 
aela cars of 8,000 gallons each of gasoline and 
‘(50 cars of kerosene to supply their trade. 
The great bulk of Kansas business is done 
by the Standard and refiners. 

James King Duffey, of New York, who re- 
cently resigned as president, has been re- 
elected to that office by the Export Oil Cor- 
poration and the organization is planning upon 
an active campaign of foreign shipments again.

Sales are reported in Tulsa as high as 
cents a gallon in retail. Refiners have 
made sales as high as 18 cents a gallon f. o. 
b. refinery. The advance of 10 cents in crude 
will put up prices in tank car shipments prob- 
ably a cent a gallon. Refiners are in a quan- 
dary about the future. Crude is so high and 
gasoline is so stiff they are more than half 
afraid to put gasoline in storage for fear be- 
fore the next summer rush something will 
happen to knock prices and leave them in a 


lurch. Some gasoline, however, is going into 
storage. 


Cosden & Co. are building 21 new 1,200-bar- 
rel stills to their Tulsa plant. This will mean 


increased capacity of 25,200 barrels a day. 
Cosden proposes to have the biggest inde- 


pendent refinery in the world. 

The Creek County Gas Company is building 
a large casing-head gasoline plant on the 
Lussie Heneha allotment in 9-16-7, Cushing 
district. Cushing promises to be a rich field 
for the manufacture of casing-head gasoline 
and many new plants will be built there the 
coming year. 

The refinery business looks pretty good these 
days, but it will be observed very few new 
plants are being built now. New refineries 
come when it is easy to get crude, regardless 
of what the market may be for refined prod- 
ucts, and no matter how high the refined mar- 
ket soars new plants don’t come when crude 
is scarce. 

The Sapulpa Refining Company is drilling a 
test well on the Mara farm in 22-18-10, north- 
west of Sapulpa, and on the Nettie Tiger 
farm in 21-18-11. This company is going after 
its own production, as are several other refin- 
ers. The Muskogee refinery has taken over 


the Elmo Oil Company production in the 
Boynton field. 


Seattered Field Notes, 


Interest is increasing in field operaticns in 
Arkansas. Many believe it is only a question 
of time until there will be quite a respectable 
field in that State. It is also believed that the 
day of oil operations in Omaha is fast ap- 
proaching, many leases now being taken in 
that State on geological reports.

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE PETRO- 


LEUM FIELDS. 
Barbourville, Ky., March 7, 1916. 


Despite bad weather in the Kentucky dis- 
tricts, all fields are Showing increased activity, 
with much new work starting in sections far 
apart from the pipe lines. Probably @ hundred 
new operators have entered the State since the 
beginning of the year Not all are beginning 
active operations, but leasing of all available 
territory throughout the eastern counties and 
many in Western Kentucky forecasts still 
greater activity when the winter seascn is 
broken and drilling may be carried on with 
the least expense in moving machinery. 

Noteworthy progress continues to be made in 
the Estill county field, where production has 
shown a considerable gain during the past 
few days More petroleum is now being mar- 
keted than ever before in that district as a re- 
the 


sult of improved facilities for handling 
production. The slow method of tank car 
transportation will be obviated by the con- 


struction of a pipe line to that district, to con- 
nect with the main trunk line in Wolfe county. 
A large force is now engaged in this extension, 
Present production of the county has reached 
2,500 barrels weekly. This will be rapidly in- 
creased Anong late completions are several 
in the %-barrel class, while one well of 100 
barrels’ capacity is reported, The Wood Oil 
Company of Pennsylvania landed @ 100-barrel 


well on the Puckett lease. Wells of 50 barrels’ 
eapacity each have been drilled by Root & 
Hvff, Radure & Williams and Scott, Williams 
© Wunean [Ihe New Domain Oll and Gas 
Company, producing end of the Standard, 
landed two good producers during the week, 
god for 25 barrels each. Developments re- 





corded only one failure during the week, Opera- 
tions are extending northward and limits of 
production are being expanded, Or the twenty 
wells now drilling several are located several 
miles ahead of prodvction. In the Powell 
county direction a number of new tests are 
going down, the most notable expansion being 
shoe'vn in that direction 

Allen county has made an excellent showing 
lately, with four new wells completed, two of 
which show an average yield of 25 barrels each, 
two others being in the small pumper class, A 
number of new wells are drilling in that fleld, 
better marketing facilities inspiring additional 
activity. 

The attention of the trade is now being turned 
toward Southwestern Kentucky districts, which 
are on the eve of a revival. Half a dozen new 
wells will be drilling in Knox county within a 
month, The Cumberland Natural Gas Company 
is planning to install a gasoline refinery in 
Knox county if efforts are successful in in- 
ereasing the gas and petroleum of that 
field. Confident that success will attend these 
efforts, part of the equipment necessary for 
such a refinery has aiready been shipped in. 
This company will do new drilling on Indian 
Creek, the scene of a new gas strike. This 
territory is bordered on four sides by_old pro- 
ducing pools, the best one being the Williams- 
burg district, Whitley county, where four wells 
fifteen years old are still furnishing a good 
yield from the 1,000-foot sand. 

Wayne county. which still makes the best 
showing in pipe-line returns, has shown a 
slump in new production during the spring 
season. Only wells of light capacity have re- 
sponded. Two strikes for the week are of 10 
barrels’ capacity each, while one failure was 


listed. Scott county, Tennessee, bordering 
Wayne, is likewise quiet, with no new com- 
pletions reported. 

In new work to be started shortly, that pro- 


posed for Barren county, near the Allen coun- 
ty developments, will bear watching. Wastern- 
ers have leased a large area and will endeavor 
to restore production, which at one time was 
important 

Northeastern Kentucyk operations are_ still 
hampered by the weather. Lawrence, Wolfe 
and Morgan counties furnish little new pro- 
duction because of the heavy expense of plant- 
ing rigs for new work at this season. The 
only late completion reported from this end is 
a light strike in Lawrence county. 

Fifty wells are under way in various por- 
tions of Kentucky this week, scattered over 
fourteen counties. ‘This number is expected to 
be doubled by mid-summer, 

The latest market advances 7 cents on the 
better grade and 2 cents on the inferior grade, 


raising quotations to $1.85 and S4 cents per 
barrel, respectively, have put the trade on a 
keen edge.

Dyestuffs Shipments from Rotterdam 
Not Probable. 


Washington, March 10, 1916. 

A repetition of the continued state- 
ments sent out from Washington to the 
daily press regarding the situation with 
reference to dyestuffs shipments out of 
Germany appeared again within the last 
few days to the effect that Great Britain 
will permit the shipments of two 
cargoes of dyestuffs, valued at $5,000,000, 

from Rotterdam to the United States. 
As has been frequently pointed out 
there is nothing particularly new in this 


statement, as it has been known for 
some time that Great Britain would 
make no objections to dyestuffs going 


from Germany to the United States, and 
assurances have been given to that ef- 
fect at different times, the only issues 
between this country and Great Britain 
being minor details which the diplomatic 
correspondence would have no trouble in 
correcting. The real point in the story 
as it appears in connection with this 
latest statement is that “officials here 
are hopeful that Germany will make an 
exception to this embargo by granting 
permission for its exportation.”’ Thus it 
will be seen that there is no change in 
the situation and what is to be accom- 
plished in the matter of obtaining dye- 
stuffs in any quantities from German 
ports practically depend upon what 
course Germany is to pursue. The atti- 
tude of Germany thus far has been that 
she would be ready to permit exports of 
dyestuffs and certain other commodities, 
provided arrangements were made to se- 
cure from the United States in exchange 
for these products raw cotton and per- 
haps other articles needed in Germany, 
including copper. 

The officials of this government have 
not yet been able to perfect any arrange- 
ments whereby Germany will give assur- 
ances that dyestuffs may move out of 
German ports or from any place where 
such dyestuffs may be under the control 
of German shippers. It has been under- 
stood for some time here that Ambas- 
sador Page has given assurances that 
Great Britain will not interfere with 
shipments of dyestuffs from Holland, or 
even from Germany to the United States, 
provided certain conditions insisted upon 
by Great Britain with respect to these 
commodities not being returned to enemy 
country in such form as is desired by re- 
importers.

A New Federal Paint Bill. 


Washington, March i0, 1916. 


_A measure that was introduced in the 
first few days of the present session of 
Congress by Senator Kenyon, of Iowa, 
and which was lost amid the flood of 
bills that were presented during the first 
week of the session, is a bill to prevent 
the manufacture, sale or transportation 
of adulterated, mislabeled or misbrand- 
ed linseed oil. turpentine or paint. This 
bill (S_ 1289) is in most of its important 
particulars substantially the same meas- 
ure as Senator Kenyon had before the 
Committee on Manufactures of the Sen- 
ate during the last Qongress. It in 
some respects follows the line of paint 
legislation which has been before the 
Committee on Manufactures of the Sen- 
ate for several years, notably in the case 
of the bill which was championed by the 
late Senator Heyburn, of Idaho. 

It appears that because of want of 
success in getting consideration for his 
bill by the Committee on Manufactures 
in the last Congress, Senator Kenyon 
adopted a new plan of having his bill 
sent to the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce of the Senate hoping to obtain 
more prompt consideration for his bill, 
which is to all intents and purposes an 
adaptation of the principles of the food 
and drugs act as applied to limseed oil, 
turpentine and paint. : 

Senator Kenyon is absent from the city, 
having been in the West during the past 
week, and it cannot be learned just what 
he expects to accomplish at the present 
time with his bill, but it is known that 
up to this time the measure has at- 
tracted very little attention and the 
Committee on Interstate Commerce being 
absorbed with other questions has not 
given any consideration to _ it. It is 
stated that Senator Kenyon has received 
a number of requests for copies of his 
bill and some suggestions as to desirable 
amendments thereto. He has not been 
able to secure a hearing on the Dill, 
which he tried to secure from the Com- 
mittee on Manufacture during the last 
Congress, and the Committee on_Inter- 
state Commerce has not yet ordered hear- 
ings upon it. - 

Although there was, of course, consider- 
able agitation in favor of legislation to 
secure pure paints in Congress of four 
years ago, the fact that a bill on the 
subject was permitted to sleep in the 
Committee of Manufactures throughout 
the last Congress is evidence that the 
friends of paint legislation have not been 
very urgent in requesting comsideration 
of the subject. The Committee on In- 
terstate Commerce is so much engaged 
with railroad legislation and commission 
biils intended to investigate the relations 
of railroads to industry that it will re- 
quire some effort for Senator Kenyon to 
secure consideration of his bill before 
that committee at the present session. 

The full bill follows:— 

A BILL 
For preventing the manufacture, sale, or trans- 
portation of adulterated, mislabeled, or 
misbranded linseed oil, turpentine, or paint. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
tepresentatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That it shall be 
unlawful for any person to manufacture, with- 
in any Territory or District of the United 
States, any linseed oil, turpentine, or paint 
which is adulterated or mislabeled or unlabeled 
within the meaning of this Act; and any per- 
son who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this settion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and for each offense shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined not to exceed $500 or shall be 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 
of the court, and for each subsequent offense 
and conviction thereof shall be fined not less 
than $1,000 or sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment, or both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court, 

Sec. 2. That the introduction into any State 
or Territory or District of the United States 
from any other State, Territory, or District or 
from any foreign country or shipment to any 
foreign country of any linseed oil, turpentine, or 
paint which is adulterated, mislabeled, or un- 
labeled within the meaning of this Act is 
hereby prohibited; and any person who shall 
ship or deliver for shipment from any State or 
Territory or District of the. United States to 
any other State or Territory or District of 
the United States or to a foreign country, or 
who shall receive in any State or Territory or 
District of the United States from any other 
State or Territory or District of the United 
States or foreign country, and having so re- 
ceived shall deliver in original unbroken pack- 
ages, for pay or otherwise, or offer to deliver 
to any other person any such article so adul- 
terated, mislabeled, or unlabeled within the 
meaning of this Act, or any person who shall 
sell or offer for sale in the District of Colum- 
bia or any District or Territory of the United 
States any such adulterated, mislabeled, or un- 
labeled linseed oil, turpentine, or paint, or ex- 
port or offer to export the same to any foreign 
country, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
for such offense be fined not exceeding $200 for 
the first offense, and, upon conviction for each 
subsequent offense not exceeding $300, or be 
imprisoned not exceeding one year, or both, in 
the discretion of the court: Provided, That any 
linseed oil, turpentine, or paint shall not be 
deemed adulterated or required to be labeled 
within the provisions of this Act when intended 
for exportation to foreign countries when 
marked or labeled in a manner not in conflict 
with the laws of the foreign country to which 
the same is intended to be shipped; but if 
any of said articles shall in fact be sold or 
offered for sale for domestic use or consump- 
tion, then this proviso shall not operate as an 
exemption from any of the other provisions of 
this Act: Provided further, That nothing in this 
Act shall prohibit a manufacturer of linseed 
oil, turpentine, or paint to sell upon a written 
contract to a consumer, for use only on prod- 
ucts of his own manufacture, goods mislabeled 
or unlabeled as to their ingredients but bear- 
ing conspicuously the printed statement that 
they are made in accordance with a private 
formula: Provided, That no linseed oil, turpen- 
tine or paint made in accordance with a pri- 
vate formula, under a written contract, shall 
be sold by the consignee or used upon any 
buildings, 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury, 
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the Secretary of Agriculture, and the Secre- 
tary of Commerce shall make uniform rules 
and regulations for carrying out the provisions 
of this Act and including the collection and 
examination of linseed oil, turpentine, and 
paint manufactured or offered for sale in the 
District of Columbia or in any territory or 
district of the United States, or which shall 
be offered for sale in unbroken packages in 
any State other than that in which they shal] 
have been respectively manufactured or pro- 
duced, or which shall be received from any 
foreign country or intended for shipment to any 
foreign country, or which may be submitted for 
examination by the chief health, food, or drug 
officer or agent of any State, Territory, or 
District of the United States, or at any do- 
mestic or foreign port through which such 
product is offered for interstate commerce cr 
for export or import between the United 
States and any foreign port or country. 

Sec. 4. That the examination of such spec- 
imens shall be made in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry of the Department of Agriculture, or 
under the direction and supervision of such 
bureau, for the purpose of determining from 
such examinations whether such articles are 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of this Act; and if it shall appear from any 
such exmination that any of such specimens is 
adulterated or improperly branded or labeled 
within the meaning of this Act, the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall cause notice thereof to be 
given to the party from whom such sample 
was obtained. Any party so notified shall be 
given an opportunity to be heard, under such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed as 
aforesaid, and if it appears that any of the provi- 
sions of this act have been violated by such 
party, then the Secretary of Agriculture shall 
at once vertify the facts to the proper United 
States district attorney, with a copy of the re- 
sults of the analysis or the examination of 
such article, duly authenticated by the analyst 
or officer making such examijnaticn, under the 
oath of such officer. After judgment of the 
court, notice thereot shall be given by publica- 
tion in such manner as may be prescribed by 
the rules and regulations aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of each dis- 
trict attorney to whom the Secretary of Agri- 
culture shall report any violation of this act, 
or to whom any health or food or drug officer 
or agent of any State, Territory, or District 
shall present satisfactory evidence of any such 
violation, to cause appropriate proceedings to 
be commenced and prosecuted in the proper 
courts of the United States, without delay, for 
the enforcement of the penalties as in such 
case herein provided. 

Sec. 6. (a) That the term “‘linseed ojl’’ as 
used in this act shall include the products 
knowr as “‘linseed oil,"’ ‘‘raw linseed,’ ‘‘raw 
linseed oil,’ “boiled linseed,’’ ‘‘boiled linseed 
oil,’’ or ‘boiled oil.’’ 

(b) That for the purpose of this act the fol- 
lowing standard is hereby established :—Linseed 
oil, raw linseed, or raw linseed oil is the 
fixed oil obtained from the seeds of the flax 
plant (Linum usitatissimum)—without the ad- 
mixture of any other material. It shall be 
deemed a violation if raw linseed oil does not 
conform to the following requirements:— 

First. Its specific gravity, at a temperature 
of fifteen and five-tenths degrees centigrade, 
shall be not less than nine thousand three 
hundred and fifteen ten-thousandths nor great- 
er than nine thousand three hundred and sixty 
ten-thousandths. 

Second. Its acid value shall not exceed six. 

Third. Its saponification value (Koettstorfer 
number) shall net be less than one hundred 
and eighty-seven nor greater than one hundred 
and ninety-five. 

Fourth. it shall not contain more than one 
and one-haif per centum of unsaponifiable 
matter. 

Fifth. Its jodine value (Hanus number) shall 
be not less than one hundred and seventy nor 
greater than one hundred and ninety. 

Sec. 7. (a) That for the purpose of this act 
‘boiled jinseed,’’ ‘‘boiled linseed o/il,”’ or 
‘*boiled oil,’ hereinafter referred to as ‘“‘boiled 
linseed oil,”’ shall be deemed adulterated un- 
less the same shall have been prepared by 
heating pure raw linseed oil to a temperature 
of at least one hundred and seven degrees 
centigrade, with or without the incorporation 
of a dryer 

(b) And for the purpose of this act it shall 
also be deemed a violation hereof if boiled 
linseed oil does not conform to the following 
requirements:—

First. Its specific gravity at degrees 
15.5 
centigrade shall be not less than 0.936. 

Second. Its saponification number shall be 
not less than one hundred and eighty-eight. 

Third. Its Hanus iodine adsorption number 
shall be not less than one hundred and sixty. 

Fourth. Its acid value shall not exceed ten. 

Fifth. The volatile matter expelled at one 
hundred degrees centigrade shall not exceed 
two-tenths of one per centum. 

Sixth. No mineral oil or rosin oil shall be 
present, and the amount of unsaponifiable mat- 
ter as determined by standard methods shall 
not exceed two per centum, 

Seventh. The film left after flowing the oil 
over glass and allowing it to drain in a ver- 
tical position must dry free from tackiness in 
not to exceed twenty hours at a temperature 
of about twenty degrees centigrade. 

Sec. 8. That the product turpentine, oil of 
turpentine turps, is defined to be the volatile 
portion obtained by distillation of the oleo- 
resins from varicus species of coniferous 
trees: Provided, That the sale of so-called 
‘“‘stump turpentine’’ is not prohibited if it is 
s0 labeled. The addition of mineral oils or any 
other substance, to turpentine shall be in vio- 
lation of this act. 

Sec. 9. That the term ‘‘paint’’ as used in this 
act shall include oxide of zinc, red lead and 
white lead, dry or in any kind of oil, or any 
compound intended for tne same use, colors 
ground in oil, except artists’ tube colors, paste 
or semi-paste paint, and liquid or mixed paint 
ready for use. For the purpose of this act, 
white lead shall mean both the basic carbonate 
and basic sulphate, and when the term ‘‘white 
lead’’ is used on a label to describe either 
product, such term shall be used as the case 
may be, 

Sec. 10. That the label required by this act 
shall clearly and distinctly state the name and 
residence of the manufacturer of the paint, or 
of the distributor thereof, or of the party for 
whor the same is manufactured, and show the 
name and, with substantial accuracy, the per- 
centage of each ingredient, both solid and 
liquid, contained therein as the same would be 
disclosed by an ordinary chemica! analysis 
thereof, it being the intention of this act to 
furnish the consumer with such information 
only concerning the composition of said paint 
as he could obtain by submitting the same to 
a chemical analysis. Such label shaill be print- 
ed in plain, legible type, and, so far as pos- 
sible, common English words shall be used in- 
stead “, technical terms. 

Sec. 11. That the label on all liquid ixe 
paints shall show the net sane a 
tents of the container, and on all paste and 
Semi-paste paints sold by weight the net 
weight of the contents of the packages. or, if 
sold by measure, the net measure of such con- 
tents, 

Sec. 12, That for the purpose of this act an 
article shall also be deemed to be improperly 
labeled or misbranded:— 

First. If it be an imitation of or offered for 
sale under the name of another article.

N. P., O. and V. A. Conference. 


The National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association has issued a detailed report 
of the semi-annual conference held in 
Washington February 10 and Hl, an ab- 


stract of which was published im the Re- 
porter of February 21. Supplementing 
this publication are the following partic- 
ulars of the conference, 

The report of Treasurer Caspar showed 
that the association was in a_ splendid 
linancial condition, with no liabilities and 
the largest cash assets in its history. 

Charman Frank Waldo, of the Member- 
ship Committee, made a report which at- 
tracted much interest and brought com- 
mendation for its thoroughness. Mr. 
Waldo found a fine spirit of good fellow- 
ship and co-operation among the various 
local paint clubs he visited after the na- 
tional convention im Cleveland, but he 
urged even a stronger club spirit to pro- 
mote the intercourse between the differ- 
ent organizations. 

The Entertainment Committee, through 
Chairman Figgis, submitted arrangements 
for the annual convention at the Hotel 
Traymore, Atlantic City, commencing 
October 9, 1916. Present indications, the 
report showed, pointed to a large attend- 
ance, and it Was suggested that reserva- 
tions be made at an early date. The 
committee recommended that reservations 





be made on the American rather than 
the European plan, and submitted the 
following schedule:

Chairman McNulty, of the Golf Commit- 


tee, reported progress with a very inter- 
esting program planned for the golf en- 
thusiasts, 

The report of the Petroleum Products 


Committee, Chairman Klotz, indicated 
that no definite action had been taken as 
a result of the rapidly rising market, but 
the percentage of crude oil increase, it 
Was stated, could not be compared to the 
new selling prices. The cost of refining 
the lighter petroleum bodies used by var- 
nish manufacturers, and the advance in 
sulphurie acid from $10 to $100 per ton 
were referred to as factors for the higher 
prices, 

Chairman Walker submitted a tentative 
report from the Fire Prevention and Fire 
Prevention Ordinances Committee, On be- 
half of the Denatured Alcohol Committee 
Chairman Chatfield reported that there 
was a movement on foot by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue to ask for a 
tax of 10 cents per proof gallon, approx- 


imately 19 cents per wine gallon, on all 
formule of specially denatured alcohol. 


Mr. Chatfield stated that he had become 
a member of a committee to include the 
largest consumers of specially denatured 
alcohol, the same’ interests who originally 


fought for the passage of the denatured 
alcohol bill. 
Chairman Pushee, of the Brush Com- 


mittee, reported that paint brush makers 


had been able to secure a mgyh better 
grading and dressing of China bristles, 
which, it is believed, would mark de- 


cided improvement in the value of paint 
brushes, 


The report of the Transportation and 
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Constitution Committee was presented by 
Chairman Watkins on the Southern Clas- 


sification meeting at Pensacola, Fla., Jan- 
uary 24, which he attended, Strong op- 
position was presented against the pro- 
posed advance in classification on paints, 
paint materials, putty and irnishes, and 
he submitted a complete report of the 
action taken at the meeting. No advance 
was mace in the rates on ready-mixed 
paints, but the committee decided to make 
a higher rating on dry chemical paints 
than: on dry earth or metallic paints. 
The commitiee was requested to recon- 
sider the following ubjects, which will 
be taken up at the meeting scheduled foi 
June 5 at New York 

First.—Include vari the general head 
ing, which should read Paint Paint Mate 
rial, Putty and Varr 

Second.—To establish the same rating on dry 
chémical as on dry earth or mineral. 
Third.—Mixed carloads of two or more kinds 
of paints, paint material, putty or varn sh, as 
specified under paints, paint material, putty 
and varnish, in packages provided for straight 
earload shipments, wil! be taken at the high- 
est rating provided for irload quantities of 
any article in the hipmen The 1 mum 
weight shall be the highest carload minimum 
weight provided for any article in the ship 
ment 

The report of this committee incl ided 
the bill introduced in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, December 6, 1915, by Mr. 
Keating, prescribing certain duties for 
carriers, subject to the act to regulate 
commerce, ete. This bill provides that 
the carrier shall demand of the party le- 
gally liable, payment on all charges for 
any service in transportation of property 
within minety days from the time of the 
delivery of the shipment, and that an) 
suit for action be commenced by the cat 
rier within two years. The measure was 
recommended for passage as relieving 
shippers from the disadvantage of being 
called upon years after shipments were

ARABIC.—Evidence of the extremes 


to which New York importers and their 
customers have been put in their effort 
to obtain a gum which will fill the re- 
quirements of gum arabic has been fur- 


nished within the week in the arrival 
here of forty-eight bags of so-called 
“Persian” gum from Bombay. This 


gum is never resorted to except when 


it is either impossible or almost so to 
obtain sufficient quantities of gum 
arabic In addition to this arrival of 
“Persian” gum, there have also been 
arrivals here of 112 bags of genuine 
arabic gum from Bombay within the 
week, but these arrivals have failed to 


relieve the shortage here, as the greater 


part of these goods had already been 
contracted for by consumers well ahead 
and was therefore taken out of the 
market almost instantly. 
ASAFOETIDA.—Several sales of 
choice lump gum have recently been 
made at 7ic., and predictions are be- 
ing made in some quarters that a fig- 
ure of $1 will be reached within the 
near future for such goods. The pres- 


ent quotation for the lump gum is 70@ 
and that for the powdered is 754 
Latest arrivals have included 12 
bales from Bombay, 

KADAYA.—With the renewed buying 
by ice cream supply houses and other 
large consumers, local handlers of this 
gum are maintaining their prices very 
firmly at 11@18c. for the whole, and at 
16@25c. for the powdered descriptions. 


HERBS AND LEAVES. 


CANNABIS INDICA.—Following the 
offering of some of this commodity at 
concessions by an out-of-town house, 
there has been a sharp uplift of late in 
the local market and holders here are 
now asking $1.50@2. Sales have recent- 
ly been made at $1.50. 

DIGITALIS.—A further marking up 
of prices for these leaves has occurred 
of late, as spot stocks have been still 
further reduced, and local handlers are 
now asking 90@95c. Several sales were

made early in the week at 85c., but it 
is considered extremely doubtful 
whether this figure could be done 
again. 

HENBANE. — Russian goods have 
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been marked up 5c. further to a mini- 
mum o€ 75c. of late, as spot stocks have 
been lowered, and local holders have 
already made some sales at that fig- 


ure, German goods are virtually un- 
obtainable. 
SAGE.—Austrian leaves are in very 


scanty supply and are being even more 
strongly held than hitherto. Grinding 
goods are now being maintained at 
43@45c., while stemless are still being 
held at 50@55c. Greek leaves, however, 
are being offered at slight concessions, 
the revised quotation being 10%@llc., 
as supplies have been augmented some- 
what of late. 


SENNA.—Alexandria leaves have 
been marked up again, as spot stocks 
have become still further reduced and 


no supplies are able to reach here from 
Egypt. The revised quotations are 55 
@5ic. for the whole leaves and 42@ 
45c. for the half leaves. Siftings con- 
tinue to be very strongly maintained 
at 25c. and Tinnevelly leaves are 
quoted at 15@30c., according to qual- 
ity, while pods are still being main- 
tained at 15@20c. Latest arrivals have 
included 100 bales from Bombay. 
ROOTS. 

ACONITE.—This German root is in 
only scanty supply here and is being 
very strongly maintained at a mini- 
mum of 30c., while quoted by some 
holders as high as 50c. Several sales 
have recently been made at 30c. 

DOGGRASS.—Highest quality couch- 
grass or doggrass is now being held 
here at a minimum of $1.25, but other 
grades are still being offered in the lo- 
cal market at 90c. and an out-of-town 
house is offering some still less desir- 
able root at lower figures. The rang 
of prices for moderately satisfactory 
and high class root, however, is 90c. 
to $1.25. 

GENTIAN.—Local holders have low- 
ered their prices for this root materially 
of late, and after making numerous 
sales at 26c. and 27c. are now general!y 
asking 28@29c. 

HELLEBORE.—Powdered white root 
is being very strongly held at a min- 
imum of 35c., while up to 40c. is be- 
ing quoted in some quarters. White 
whole root also continues to be main- 
tained at 35c. and black root at 11@ 
12c. 

LICORICE.—AIll descriptions of this 
root are in very scanty supply and 
strongly maintained. Spanish selected 


root has been advanced still further. 
this time to a minimum of 25c., and 
the powdered Spanish root has been 


marked up to 23@25c. The local mar- 
ket is bare of ordinary Spanish root in 
bales and cut Russian root is so scarce 
as to command 50c. Some sales of the 
powdered Spanish have been made of 
late at 25c.

Constantly increasing takings of dis- 
infectants by the belligerent nations 
and especially by Great Britain and 
France have been reflected within the 
week in further sharp advances in for- 
maldehyde, paraformaldehyde and 
hexamethylenetetramene, as well as 
in an additional stiffening of corrosive 
sublimate, Further curtailment of 
shipping facilities from most of the 
European and Oriental countries, 
which has made it increasingly diffi- 
cult to obtain numerous crude drugs, 
has also found reflection in the botan- 
ical drug list, wherein almost every: 
purchase has reduced spot stocks to 
meager proportions, when it has not 
exhausted supplies here altogether. 


Among the most salient develop- 
ments of the interval, outside of the 
uplifts in the disinfectants mentioned 


above, have been advances in bismuth 
salts, tartar emetic, gallic, tannic and 
pyrogallic acids, antimony, acetanilid, 
codliver oil, coumarin, potassium hy- 
pophosphite, Venice turpentine, chem- 
ically pure and dynamite glycerine, 
naphthaline and cocoa butter. 

In the essential oil department, Cey- 
lon citronella oil has led the list in 
an upward movement, inspired by a 
contraction of shipping and a growing 
demand, and there have also been note- 
worthy uplifts in Australian eucalyp- 
tus oil, and twice rectified juniper ber- 
ry oil. 

Advances in the botanical drug list 
have been most frequent among the 
week's price changes. Materially high- 
er prices have been named in this 
group of commodities for whole soap 
bark, in consequence of limited ship- 
ments from Chile; in arnica and Ger- 
man calendula flowers, aconite root and 
Austrian sage leaves, as a result of 
the complete cutting off of all goods 
of Teutonic origin, and sharp uplifts 
have also been recorded in belladonna 
leaves, after a temporary dip; and in 
digitalis leaves, Russian 


henbane, 
horehound, Alexandria senna leaves, 
arnica, burdock, colchicum, doggrass, 


powdered white hellebore, select and 
powdered Spanish licorice and Belgian 
valerian roots, Spanish anise, caraway, 
celery, coriander, Morocco cumin, yel- 
low English mustard and stavesacre 
seeds, Japan wax, No. 1 Batavia cas- 


sia, Mombassa chillies, Nos. 1 and 2 
Ceylon cinnamon and black Acheen 
and white Penang pepper. 

Most notable among the few con- 


cessions and outright reductions which 
have occurred in prices during the in- 
terval have been a marking down of 
quicksilver, due to more liberal arrivals 
of late, and some shading of prices for 
carbolic acid and both synthetic win- 
tergreen and sweet birch oils. There 
has also been some shading of the fig- 
ures asked for Greek sage leaves, 
thyme leaves, gentian root, star anise 
seed, South American canary seed, 

French fennel seed, Zanzibar cloves, 

corn syrup. and corn sugar. 

The reduction in the prices named 
for star anise seed is especially worthy 
of mention as it has been based chief- 
ly upon a recent decision of the United 
States General Appraisers, whereby 
the import duty of 2 cents per pound 
has been removed from some importa- 
tions of this seed, on the ground that 
the goods are properly classifiable as a 
crude drug not advanced in value or 
condition, although specific provision 
is made in the existing tariff law for 
the assessment of such an import tax 
on all anise seed. 

The arrival of a steamship from 
Bombay with a considerable cargo 
of castor beans, otto of rose, gums 
arabic and kadaya and_e£ =so-called 
“persian” gum, as well as Aus- 
trian Tinnevelly senna leaves, carda- 
moms and chillies, has failed to re- 
lieve the shortage in these articles suf- 
ficiently to bring about a lowering of 
prices for these goods.

OPIUM. 


Only a moderate demand has been 
noted from domestic consumers within 
the week, but foreign buying has con- 
tinued to reach large proportions in 
the derivatives of this basic narcotic 
and in the gum itself as well as in the 
disinfectants, upon which the foreign 
purchasing operations have centered 
this week. In the absence of addi- 
tional arrivals from Macedonia and 
Turkish ‘territory, New York import- 
ers and other large handlers have con- 
tinued to hold their spot stocks very 
strongly on a basis of $11.50 for Tur- 
key druggists’ quality in cases, while 
still quoting the powdered and granu- 
lar grades at $13. Persian gum is still 
being offered here, but is meeting with 
only a fair absorption. 


MORPHINE, 


Domestic manufacturers continue to 
hold their output very firmly on a bulk 
basis of $5.50 for the muriate and sul- 
phate in five-ounc@ cans, in lots of 
twenty-five ounces, in one delivery, 
while still asking $6.95 for the acetate 
and alkaloid description, in ounce 
vials. Only small lots are being taken 
by domestic consumers, but foreign 
users continue extensive purchases. 


CODEINE. 


European and South American con- 


sumers are still making large pur- 
chases of this opium derivative, but 
domestic users are buying only spar- 


ingly and domestic manufacturers con- 
tinue very firm in their views, holding 
their output strongly on a bulk basis 
of $6.35 for phosphate, nitrate and mu- 


riate descriptions and $8.50 for the 
alkaloid variety in ten-ounce lots, in 
one delivery. 

QUININE. 

A noteworthy slackening of the de- 
mand for quinine salts has brought 
about a further slight easing of the 
situation within the week, although 
spot stocks in second hands are 
still far from liberal and the domestic

Latest advices from Amsterdam, Hol- 
land, state that no quotations are avail 
able for Dutch quinine salts, as the 
manufacturers are unwilling to make 
any offers. The entire production of 
Dutch salts for 1915 is reported to have 
been sold at “private terms” or secret 
prices, and the output for 1916 has 
also been sold ahead at secret prices 


SUNDRY DRUGS AND MISCEL- 
LANEOUS ITEMS. 


CETANILID.—In consequence of a 
further reduction of spot stocks, with 
out any material replenishment of sup- 
plies, local handlers of this medicinal 
coal-tar preparation have raised their 
prices 50c. further to a minimum of 
$2.50 while, in some instances, they are 
asking $3 for their meager offerings 
Sales have already been made at $2.50 

ANTIMONY.—As a result of the 
growing shortage of this metal, which 
plays such an important part in th 
maufacture of cartridges and other mu- 
nitions of war as to induce great Britain 
to place it under an embargo ban, local 
holders are now asking 40c. for their 
light stocks of the powdered fine needle 
goods and are generally limiting their 
sales to regular customers. This figure 
is 5e. above that previously quoted, 

BISMUTH.—With a further reduc 
tion of the immediately available sup- 
ply of this metal, domestic manufac- 
turers have raised their prices substan- 
tially for all the salts, the average ad 
vance in their preparations amounting 
to 35ce. and making their revised quota- 
tions $3@3.05 for the subgallate, $3.10@ 
3.15 for the subnitrate, $3.40@3.45 for 





the subcarbonate, $3.50 for the citrate 
and $3.90 for the salicylate All the 
minor salts as well as all the majo: 


preparations have particpated in this 
latest sharp uplift of prices. 

CANTHARIDES.—Russian whole flies 
are almost unobtainable and are stil! 
being very strongly maintained at a 
minimum of $6, and for such offerings 
of the powdered goods as are still avail- 
able here, holders are now asking the 
same figure. Several sales of these 
powdered flies have recently been made 
at $6. Chinese whole flies continue to 
be maintained at $1.60 and the pow- 
dered description at $1.50@1.60 Sev- 
eral sales have recently made 
at $1.50. 

CASTOR O1LL.—Although the _ short- 
age of East Indian beans or seed has 
been relieved materially of late by the 
arrival at the local port of 15,954 bags 
ef this raw material from Bombay, do- 
mestic pressers continue unable to meei 
all requirements, being still far behind 
in their deliveries on outstanding con- 
tracts, and second hands therefore con- 
tinue in control of the situation. For 
medicinal qualities of this oil, these see- 
ond hands are asking and obtaining a 
minimum of 30c. for all grades, although 
the manufacturers here are still mak- 
ing nominal quotations of No. 1 in bar- 
rels and cases and also of No. 3 at 20c. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Despite a recent 
arrival of Dutch butter and the bright- 
ening prospect for other stocks from 
Holland within the near future, do- 
mestic manufacturers continue to hold 
their output very strongly, as the de- 
mands of consumers are still slightly 
in excess of the supply, which has di- 
minished of late with a slackening of 
powder manufacturing operations. For 
prime domestic butter, domestic mak- 
ers are now asking 39%@40c., in bulk. 
while wrapped fingers, in " 12-pound 
boxes, are being maintained at 40@42c., 
acording to brand. 

CODLIVER OIL.—A sensational ad- 
ditional uplift has occurred in both pri- 
mary and local markets for this oil, in 
consequence of constantly increasing de- 
mands and a reduction of supplies in 
Norway and Newfoundland, as well as 
here, to meager proportions. There is 
no “carryover” of 1915 oil in Norway 
and, as fishing operations and the oil 
yield in Norway so far this season have 
been far from satisfactory, the views 
of the refiners in that country are be- 
coming firmer daily. Local operators 
have raised their prices for the Nor- 
wegian oil to a minimum of $100, and 
are asking $110 for most brands, while 
quoting $125 and even $135 for one or 
two brands. A sale of 100 barrels of 
one well-known brand of Norwegian 
oil was made toward the close of the 
week at $125, and this brand is now 
generally being held at $135. New- 
foundland oil is generally maintained 
by local handlers at $95@100, and latest 
cabled advices from St. Johns state 
that the leading interst there is now 
asking $100 for his goods. Additional 
advices from Norway state that fish- 
ing operations there have been greatly 
handicapped by stormy weather. The 

fish already caught, it is added in these 
reports, are of highly satisfactory size 
and have a high quality of oil, but they 
are not being obtained in sufficient

a quotation of 400s. is now being 
made by some of the Norwegian re- 
finers, but until recently some business 
was done in Norway at 390s. per barrel. 
London quotes the market for new oil, 
for forward shipment at 340s., c. i. f. 
London, while 1915 season oil is be- 
ing held at 345@350s., c. i. f. that cen- 
ter. Offerings of new oil for March 
shipment have become more numerous 
in London of late, around 345@365s. per 
barrel.

FORMALDEHYDE.—A further = re- 
duction of supplies and additional ad- 
vances in the cost of raw materials 
have brought about another uplift of 
prices for this disinfectant prepara- 
tion, amounting to 2c. and making the 
revised quotation 11@12\4c Manufac- 
turers are declining to book any con- 
tracts for future deliveries and refuse 
to make even a nominal quotation for 
such deliveries. Orders for 200 to 300 
barrels have remained unfilled of late, 
because of the great scarcity of this 
material, which has been absorbed in 
gigantic quantities by foreign consum- 
ers “Outside” lots are generally be- 
ing maintained at 12c. and up. Para- 
fomaldehyde has also been advanced 
sc; to 65c. and hexamethylenetetramine 
has been marked up 20c. to Tic. 

GLYCERINE.—A_ further advance 
has occurred in both distilled grades of 
this commodity of late, in consequence 
of the British Government's embargo 
upon all vegetable oils from which 
glycerine, in crude forms, might be ex- 
tracted. A few Western refiners have 
raised their prices for the chemically 
pure description to a basis of 54c. in 
drums, while a majority of Eastern 
distillers are now asking a minimum 
of 55e. for this variety. It is inti- 
mated in some quarters, however, that 
a few lots of Eastern holdings of this 
article might be obtained at 53c. and 
even at 52c. in drums. The dynamite 
grade has been rather quiet of iate 
and, although almost all refiners are 
now asking a minimum of 55c. for this 
description, it is doubtful whether most 
consumers will pay more than 50c. for 
it at present, although they appreciate 
the serious character of Great Britain's 
action in banning exports of the vege- 
table oils which might be employed to 
fill at least a fairly large percentage 
of the current crude requirements.

Papantla and Gutierrez-Zamora, as 
these regions, already invested with 
marauding bands of revolutionists and 
other outlaws, are likely to be em- 
ployed to a still greater extent as a 
haven of refuge for the fleeing 
Villastas. The latter have - already 
made several forays upon the vanilla 
producing regions and have either con- 
fiscated large quantities of the beans 
in the hands of curers or have levied 
enforced contributions to their “cause” 
upon these curers. Local operators 
are still asking $4@5 for the Mexican 
whole beans and $3.25@3.50 for Mexican 
cuts. %

There has been no material change 

in the general conditions of the mar- 


ket. The same measure of firmness is 
dominant and the demand is fully 
sustained to record capacities, cover- 
ing practically all grades. The de- 


mand for bleached is so heavy that 
the question of satisfying it is becom- 
ing more hopelessly involved. Some 
of the larger consumers, who were 
believed to be covered, are in the mar- 
ket for important quantities. In a few 


cases there have been traced re-sale 
lots where supplies were more than 
sufficient for current and nearby re- 


quirements, with covering against the 
release goods by purchasers for later 
delivery. At the close bone dry bleached 


was generally maintained at 3lc., at 
which sales were reported. Regular 
bleached is quoted at 25@26c. For 
= N 24e was more generally 
named at the close, but for lim- 
ited quantities 23%c. was said to be 
still acceptable.

The position of the soda market re- 
mains very firm with a spot scarcity 
noted in many of the leading varieties. 
While jobbers are able to offer occa- 
sional car lots of soda ash for immedi- 


ate delivery, there is scarcely a pro- 
ducer who can accept business for 
shipment inside of six months, 
Caustic soda is firmer on_ spot 
with offerings well held by sec- 
ond hands and makers report an in- 


creased inquiry for next year’s ship- 
ment. Sal soda and bicarbonate of 
soda on spot is commanding a pre- 


mium through second hands. Bleach- 
ing powder is showing some resistance 
around prevailing figures and trade 
opinions reveal confidence in the future 
prospects for prices. The market for 
most of the leading acids is in a heav- 
ily sold condition and spot material of 
all descriptions is closely held with 
prices nominal. Oxalic acid is firmer 
owing to reduced supplies in second 
hands. Scattered lots of tartaric acid 
are obtainable through jobbers, but the 
market is in a heavily sold up condi- 
tion. Blue vitriol is holding about 
steady at prevailng levels with de- 
mand for export active and enormous 
sales are reported for Spain, Portugal 
and Russia. Leading sellers of chlo- 
rate of potash are not in a position to 
offer and jobbers are making prices 
which are naturally relatively high. 
All the potash products are unusually 
firm with recent high levels main- 
tained for all varieties. The scarcity 
of muriate of potash is keeping do- 
mestic production of potash salts at a 
minimum. Tin oxide has been ad- 
vanced six cents per pound, making the 
market 55c. minimum. Glassmakers’ 
needle antimony is up seven cents per 
pound to 40c., and antimony oxide is 
up five cents to 50c. per pound. Re- 
fined saltpeter remains more or less 
nominal at 35c. per pound. Below is a 
detailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the London-Philadelphia 
chemical markets and a price list of 
Dutch chemicals:— 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
strong position of this market remains 
unchanged. Demand is steady and 
production is finding a ready outlet 
through consuming channels. Dealers 
quote car lots at 1.65c. for barrels and 


1.70c. for kegs, f. o. b. works. A pre- 
mium of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliv- 
eries in this territory, less the usual 


discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The _  un- 
dertone of this market is firmer and 
there has been less evidence of com- 
petition among second hands. In some 
quarters it was stated that local sup- 
plies have been reduced through buy- 
ing for domestic consumers. Prices 
at the close covered a range extending 
from 10c. to 12c. a pound for spot. 
One seller stated that the inside price 
could be shaded on a firm offer. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—A _ strong tone 
continues to characterize this market. 
Output is heavily booked ahead and 
the movement through consuming 
channels is great enough to prevent 
any material accumulation in second 
hands. Spot offerings in car lots are 
quoted 6% @6%c. per pound flat. Sales 
for delivery over 1917 are being booked 
at 24%c. per pound basis of 60 per cent. 
Demand for delivery next year is in- 
creasing. 

SAL SODA.—The interval has occa- 
sioned no change in conditions gov- 
erning this market. Demand is re- 
ported active, with buyers experienc- 
ing difficulty in securing additional 
quantities. The contract price to old 
customers is $1.10 per 100 pounds in 
barrels for lump and $1.35 for granu- 
lated in kegs. Spot lots are command- 
ing 10@l5c. over these figures. 

SODA ASH. — Second hands have 
been able to offer limited amounts of 
58 per cent. at 4@4%c. per pound flat 
for immediate delivery. The market 
is in a heavily sold up condition, with 
leading makers not in a favorable po- 
sition to accept new business for 
prompt delivery. Contracts for 1917 
are quoted 1%c. per ponud, basis 48 per 
cent. 

ACIDS. 


ACETIC.—This market is in a nomi- 
nal position owing to the sold up con- 
dition of output, and there is a pro- 
nounced scarcity of offerings for any 
nearby delivery. Holders of small lots 
are asking as high as 9%c. per pound 
on spot for 28 per cent. The 56 per 
cent. test is held at 16@20c. per pound 
nominal, and 80 per cent. 25c. per 
pound nominal. The glacial 99 per 
cent. variety is held nominally at 50c. 
a pound. 

MURIATIC.—Output is heavily sold 
ahead and dealers are not in a posi- 
tion to offer immediate shipments on 





inally quoted 3@3\%c. per pound for 18 
degrees in carboys. Other grades are 
higher, according to strength. 

NITRIC. — The conditions governing 
this acid are similar to those noted in 
other acids, and there is a great scarc- 
ity of offerings for any nearby ship- 
ment. The market is quoted nominal- 
ly on the basis of 64@6%c. for 26 de- 
grees, while other degrees are being 
quoted proportionately higher, accord- 
ing to strength. 

OXALIC. — Small spot offerings are 
obtainable through second hands, but 
no large quantities are offered either 
for prompt or future deliveries. Deal- 
ers quote 68@65c. per pound and re- 
port small sales at intermediate fig- 
ures. 

SULPHURIC. — Dealers are able to 
offer this acid for forward shipments, 
but there is very little offered on 
spot owing to the heavy absorption of 
output through standing contract 
channels. The market for 60 degrees 
is quoted at $25 per ton in tank cars 
f. o. b. Southern works for prompt 


shipment. There are sellers of 66 de- 
grees at $50 per ton on contracts over 
the year. 

TARTARIC.—Second hands are plac- 


ing a small business in jobbing lots at 
75c. per pound for crystals and at 65c. 
per pound for powdered. Makers are 


naming 57c. for crystals and 56c. for 
powdered to old customers on con- 
tracts. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Regular con- 
sumers are being supplied on contracts 
at 7@7.05c. per pound, but there is a 
great scarcity of additional offerings, 
and the spot market remains in an en- 
tirely nominal position. 

ALUM.—A steady consuming demand 
is reported for the different grades of 
this chemical. Potash alum is in very 
limited supply at 10%@11%c. per pound 


on spot. Sellers quote the ammonia 
varities at 4c. for lump, 4%c. for 
ground. Sulphate of alumina is held 


at 4@4%c. for high grade and 3%@4c. 
for low grades. 

ARSENIC. — Second hands _ report 
small lot business on the basis of 5%4@ 
6c. per pound, but large dealers as a 
rule quote the maximum figure for im- 
mediate shipments. There is very lit- 
tle activity in red arsenic owing to the 
scarcity of supplies. One dealer quoted 
60@65c. per pound for limited quan- 
tities. 

BRIMSTONE.—Demand for home and 
export has shown further expansion 
since our last report and business is 
said to involve enormous dimensions. 
The undertone of the market is very 
firm although leading sellers are still 
naming $28.50@29 per long ton, ac- 
cording to point of delivery. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The demand for 
blue vitriol for export has increased 
during the week and this demand has 
come principally for shipment to Port- 
ugal, Spain and Russia. Under pres- 
ent conditions, Great Britain having 
restricted the production of blue 
vitriol, foreign consumers are looking 
to American makers for their supply. 
During the week, orders have been 
taken for export at 20 cents per pound. 
Owing to the high prices, domestic 
consumers have been reticent about 
placing orders, hoping for lower quo- 
tations and, while some manufacturers 
have been holding firm at 20 cents on 
spot, others have been offering at 19 
cents, and we learned of a sale of at 
least one car at slightly under 19 
cents. Still another dealer quoted 18 
cents for a lot of some 50,000 pounds. 
Some makers are asking 21 cents and 
upward for less than car lots, but it 
was possible during the week to pick 
up jobbing lots from second hands at 
19% cents and even less April and 
May deliveries are quoted at 18 cents 
per pound. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—The 
continued scarcity of offerings ofthis 
commodity is keeping prices firmly 
sustained at the highest levels ever 
known. Business is naturally restricted 
to very small proportions. Calcined 
80@85 per cent. is quoted at 95c. per 
pound, 96@98 per cent., $1.10 per pound, 
and hydrated 80@95 per cent. at $1.15 
per pound. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—High test caus- 
tic potash igs in very limited local sup- 
ply and sellers seem to be limited to 
a very few. The market for 88@90 
per cent. is quoted at 90c. per pound. 
The 60@75 per cent. grades are quoted 
from 50c. per pound up, according to 
test and seller. 


CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Second 
hands are quoting 70c. per pound for 
spot, but it is doubtful if much could 
be purchased at anything like this fig- 
ure, Leading sellers are out of the 
market and prices at present are sub- 
jected to the views of second hands. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—Sales for 
domestic consumption are being made 
at 35c. per pound for prompt and at 


an elaborate scale, The market is nom-25c, per pound for forward deliveries.

It is stated 
that the factories which can fish in an 
extensive way would be able to put con- 
siderable fish scrap on the market. 
From an_ investigation along’ the 
Pacific Coast it is stated that the fac- 
tories if the waste products were util- 
ized would be able to produce 11,000 
tons annually of fish scrap. It is re- 
ported that two of the largest fish scrap 
companies in the North are preparing 


to resume operations this year. Last 
season was so poor in returns that 
there was some doubt regarding the 


number of companies which would op- 
erate this year. High charter rates are 
still reported for carrying nitrate of 
soda from the West Coast to domestic 
ports and the situation is hardly 
changed as a result of the week's trad- 
ing. The feature of the nitrate market 
has been the presence of second-hand 
offers, and the latter no doubt have 
been instrumental in weakening prices 
The question of developing home pro- 
duction of nitrates from the air is still 
receiving attention and it is put for- 
ward as a national problem owing to 
its importance should this country be 
shut off from outside sources. Sulphate 
of ammonia is quiet, with domestic 
grades in fair demand on old orders 
and spot offers below the parity of for- 
eign markets. Blood and tankage re- 
main quiet and without special feat- 
ure. The potash salts are not moving 
to any extent and holders of muriate 
have been willing to cut prices this 
week in order to bring buyers into the 
market, For reports of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer markets 
refer to index on page 23. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate articles of the 
local market follow:— 

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Another quiet week is reported in the 
market for these ammoniates. Hold- 
ers have been willing to grant con- 
ecessions and offers are reported at 
slightly lower levels than were given 
a week ago. Dried blood is pretty well 
maintained at Chicago, with $3 as an 


inside price, but tankage could be 
bought a little under $2.90. It is ex- 
pected that demand will improve be- 


fore long and the position of the mar- 
ket from the standpoint of prices will 
be influenced to considerable extent by 
the way buyers come in for supplies. 

NITIRATE OF SODA.—Calling at- 
tention to improved conditions in the 
nitrate industry of Chile a report re- 
ceived at the Commerce Department 
states that the January production this 
year amounted to 5,641,000 quintals, the 
equivalent of the quintal being 101.41 
pounds. The exportations during the 
same month were 6,247,000 quintals. 
Ordinary 95 per cent. nitrate is quoted 
in the Chilean market at the equiva- 
lent of $1.70 United States currency 
per quintal; refined nitrate at about 
$1.78 per quintal. Prices for nitrate 
have not changed to any extent during 
the interval and the fact that second 
hands are continuing to cut prices is 
having considerable effect, as leading 
factors in the trade are following suit. 
Nitrate had a sharp advance in recent 
months and contracts were placed 
some months ago around $2.50 per 100 
pounds, and some holders are inclined 
to take their profits rather than to use 
the nitrate. The quotation for spot 
material is holding around $3.60 per 100 
pounds. Stocks of nitrate in Chile on 
the first of February were reported as 
772,000 tons, as compared with 491,000 
tons on the corresponding day of last 
year. This shows that production has 
been larger than demand, and with 
shipping still restricted owing to the 
scarcity of tonnage, the statistical 
position on the West Coast is not en- 
tirely favorable to the industry. Char- 
ters to this country are holding at high 
levels and this offsets the easier mar- 
ket in Chile. Shipment over the year 
is said to have sold at 7s. per quintal 
f. o. b. Chile. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—For- 
eign sulphate is not an important fac- 
tor in domestic markets at present and 
the prices quoted are largely nominal. 
Imports are small and inquiry for 
future positions is quiet. There is a 
steady movement of domestic sulphate 
to consumers and some material is 
available for spot transactions. Quo- 
tations are given at $3.75@3.80 per 100 
pounds, which is below the level at 
which foreign sulphates can be laid 
down here. The important factor in 
the market is the increase in home 
production and the prospects for a still 
greater increase in that direction. 


Some members of the trade say it will 


be but a short time until the pro- 
duction in this country will be on a 
scale to satisfy all demands of the do- 
mestic trade. Reports from English 
markets indicate an easier market 
abroad with exports restricted, due 


partly to searcity of vessels and part- 
ly to difficulty in securing permits for 
shipment. 

PHOSPHATES. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Reports from 
different points agree that demand for 
acid phosphate has been quiet, and the 
position of the market is not changed. 
Stocks do not increase, and demand 
for sulphuric acid in other lines is 
holding production of acid phosphate 
at low levels. The question of prices 
is closely identified with stocks, (?) as 
much higher quotations undoubtedly 
would have resulted had consumers 
taken hold in a normal way. With 
production curtailed and stocks in gell- 
ers’ hands light, an active market 
would have made upward revisions a 
certainty. For 16 per cent the quota- 
tion holds at $14. 


PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Quiet condi- 
tions rule in this market. Routine de- 
liveries on old orders are being made, 


but the volume of new business is not 
large. Exports are on a_ reduced 
scale and this branch of the trade con- 
tributes largely to the slowness of the 
market. 


A brief report which reaches the 
Commerce Department from Queens- 
town states that the phosphate rock 


imported into Ireland is chiefly Florida 
high grade 78 per cent., and land pebble 
Florida range from 68 to 75 per cent. 
phosphate of lime. There is also im- 
ported large quantities of Algerian and 
Tunisian testing from 38 to 63 per cent. 
phosphate. This North African rock 
is said to be high in quality, and being 
softer can bé ground with less difficulty 
and expense than some others.

South Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75 
f. o. b. Ashley River; Florida high 
grade rock, 77 per cent., $5@6.25 f. o. b.

POTASH SALTS. 


Muriate of potash continues to ease 
off, and bids this week were lower 
than last quoted. There has been no 
increase in the supply, but holders are 
influenced by the lack of demand and 
have been coming closer to buyers’ 
views. Sellers were said to have made 
offers during the interval as low as 
$415 per ton and the material was not 
attractive to buyers at that figure. 
Quotations of $420 per ton also were 
heard and it is difficult to name a fig- 


ure as representing the actual mar- 
ket. During periods when buyers are 
out of the market offers are at lower 


prices, but when inquiry develops hold- 
ers put up prices. The lower grade 
salts are not receiving any attention 
and are almost entirely nominal.

While the sales of fertilizer inspection tags

supplies to farms is serlously undertaken. 
however, 


Apart from this condition of affairs, 

the trade in mixtures is stated to be very 
backward for reasons not far to seek, and the 
fear is expressed among the sellers that calls 
for delivery will come with such a rush later 
as virtually to swamp the shippers. One of 


the main causes advanced for the delay on 
the part of the buyers in calling for shipments 
is to be found in the high prices commanded by 
most of the crude stocks and the increases 
which the manufacturers of mixtures must 
charge as a matter of course. Farmers who 
have been accustomed to» paying a_ certain 
price almost year after year now find them- 
selves coufronted by a considerably higher 
range of values, and their first impulse is to 
halt with regard to closing transactions. ‘They 
figure that they paid so much before and that 
at the higher prices they will only be able to 
get a certain quantity of mixtures, which will 
hardly suffice to meet their needs, Consequent- 
ly, they are disposed to wait in the hope that 
something may occur to force a reduction of 
values. The manufacturers, on the other hand, 
see no well-defined prospect of a recession. All 
the conditions that tended to force up the quo- 
tations on crude materials continue to prevail, 
and for the present not the slightest indication 
of a change is in sight. The makers of mix- 
tures, therefore, are impelled by circumstances 
to be even firmer than are the buyers of mix- 
tures about the returns, This may result in a 
lecided lessening of the volume of mixtures 
lisposed of, although, on the other hand, the 
high prices obtained by the agriculturists may 
also be expected to give them greater leeway 
in the matter of laying in supplies, Signs are 
not wanting that the pressure is increasingly 
felt in at least some directions and conces- 
sions are made; though, as agains: the advance 
scored, these concessions hardly cut an im- 
portant figure, It is feared that when the 
rush does come it will more than tax the facill- 





ties of the manufacturers. Meanwhile quiet 
continues to prevail and the trade current 
drifts along rather deliberately. 

TANKAGE.—Increasing pressure in conse-

BLOOD.—The lack of strength in the market 
for ground blood is indicated by the continu 
ance of the quotations below those for tankage. 
The output of blood being very much smaller 
than that of tankage, the former animal .am- 
moniate has, as a rule, ranged higher than 
tankage. That it has acutally fallen below 
the level of the other is one of the most sig- 
nificant indications that blood is attracting 
relatively little attention and that the move- 
ment so far has been anything but satisfac- 
tory. This is all the more striking when the 
fact is borne in mind that the season in the 
South is ahead of the Northern sections by 
several weeks. Therefore, even if this 
tion is not calling for animal ammoniates in 
any great quantities, and the trade must be 
regarded as decidedly backward, the South 
ought to be considerably along the way and 
make arrangements for its supplies of animal 
ammoniates.

There is good interest in the wood 
and vegetable extracts on the part of 
tanners and dyers. A report from Rio 
de Janeiro this week calls attention to 
the fact that Brazil is considering giv- 


ing attention to trade in mangrove 
bark. It is claimed in this report that 
the percentage of the tanniferous ex- 


tract 
zilian 


usually obtainable from the Bra- 
mangrove be about 36 
from the wood and 24 per 
less from the leaves. Inti- 
mations are given of the possible ob- 
taining of concessions from the Bra- 
zilian government to work a mangrove 
territory along the coastal sections of 
that country. The United States con- 
sul at Rio de Janeiro has been in- 
formed that several persons are will- 
ing to furnish mangrove bark, both 
leaf and wood. Logwood extract is 
not in an improved position and some 
sellers say it is becoming scarce, 
the output is needed for contracts and 
the spot supply is very small. The 
chemicals used in the dye trade are 
still going up in price and further ad- 
vances were recorded this week in 
bichromate of soda. Prussiates are 
searce and with offerings limited the 
outlook is not favorable for lower 
prices. Myrabolanes are not quoted 
at present, as sellers are finding it 
difficult to get stocks. Cutch and gam- 
bier are steady, with transportation 
rates high. Aniline oil is holding 
steady on spot, with a good part of 
domestic offerings going out on old 
orders. Detailed reports on the ma- 
terials at the local market follow: 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The market 
has been quiet but steady during the 
week. Producing costs show no signs 
of becoming less and sellers say the 
finished material is proportionately 
firm. Quotations are on a basis of 135% 
@13%c. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL.—The spot situation 
remains about as last reported. Some 
sellers are said to have quoted 90c. per

BICHROMATES. There 
firmer tone to the market for bichro- 
mate of soda this week. Spot mate- 
rial is especially strong due to the fact 
that producers are pretty well sold up 
on contracts and are able to offer freely 
on additional lots. The inside price for 
bichromate of soda in the latter part 
of the week was 55c. per pound and 
the range from that figure upwards 
depends upon seller and reaches a level 
of 75c. per pound, as the latter figure 
is the nominal quotation in at least 
one quarter. Bichromate of potash 
shows very little change for the week 
and is quoted at 68@70c. Trading in 
bichromate of potash is confined to 
nearby deliveries, but in the case of 
bichromate of soda there are offers 
over the second half of the year at 
52c. per pound. 
COCHINEAL.—Arrivals of cochineal 
have been pretty well sold ahead, and

the spot market for some time has 
been featured by the scarcity of 
stocks. Inquiry for this material has 


been good and prices have varied ac- 
cording to grade. On the better selec- 
tions prices of 60@65c. per pound have 
been obtained, but lower grades have 
sold at 55@57c. per pound. 
CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts from Janu- 
ary 1 to end of season were 5,193 tons, 


against 2,937 tons in 1914 and 2,500 tons 
in 1913. Consular advices from British 


North Borneo say:— 

The manufacture of cutch in 
progressed in a few months from an industry 
that barely paid expenses to one of consider- 
able importance. ‘The operating company is a 
Scotch firm with headquarters at Glasgow. It 
now possesses a factory at Sandakan and an-

other at Kudét. There are two distinct kinds 
of cutch there. The ordinary kind is known 
by the native Malay name Bakau, and that 


applied to the extract of the 
kind is called Tungah, also 
a native name. Tungah is decidedly superior 
to Bakau, as the bark produces a superior 
quality and a greater amount of extract. Cutch 
made from Tungah is more valuable for dyeing 
purposes. It sells for_a much higher price 
than that made from Bakau mangrove. The 
factory at Sandakan at present produces about 
160 tons monthly. The plant is being increased 
to a productive capacity of 259 tons or over 
per month. The price of Bakau or ordinary 
eutch has advanced from £13 to £35 per ton. 
The price of Tungah has reached £42 per ton. 
There is at present an embargo on the ship- 
ment of cutch except to English possessions, 
the countries of the Allies, America and Japan. 
The latter country is buying it in large quan- 
tities.

Some time ago there were frequent ar- 
rivals of synthetic indigo from Chinese 
ports, but these have practically ceased, 
and the searcity of this material makes 
prices little better than nominal. 

LOGWOOD.—The consuming trades 
are principally interested in logwood 
extract, with arrivals of the wood go- 
ing largely to producers of the extract. 
Offers of extract are by no means free 
and only a few sellers seem to be able 
to offer for spot delivery. The large 
manufacturers of extract are sold 
ahead on contracts, and demand for 
deliveries has been so insistent that it 
not only prevented any surplus for 
spot transactions, but has left some 
producers in a position where they can- 
not get sufficient extract to make deliv- 
eries as early as consumers would like. 
With shipments of logwood from 
Jamaica again permitted it was 
thought that the supply would increase. 
To some extent this was true, as con- 
tract deliveries have gained in volume, 
but if anything the spot supply is 
smaller than ever. Prices are quoted 
at 75@S85e. per pound for good’ quality, 
but some stocks are on the market at 
lower prices, due to the comparatively 
low per cent. of logwood extract. 

MYRABOLANES.—There are very 
few offers of myrabolanes at primary 
points and a nominal market exists in 


this country. Sellers are not able to 
quote on spot goods, and are not pre- 
pared to quote ahead in view of the 


situation at producing centers and the 
complications in freights. 

PRUSSIATES.—AIl kinds 
ates are in limited supply, and this 
has been a feature of the market for 
some time, Red prussiate of potash is 
hard to find, and sales have been very 
small both because of the scarcity and 
because consumers were not willing to 
pay the prices asked. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is firm, with $1.80@1.85 per 
pound as the quotation. Prussiate of 
soda is not offered by some sellers ow- 
ing to their inability to secure stocks. 
A quotation of $1.20 per pound was 
heard this week, but buyers are not 
able to secure round lots at any price, 
and sales are said to have gone 
through at $1.27@1.30 per pound. 

SUMAC.—Values for Sicilian grades 
of sumac have been well maintained. 
High ocean freights have been a factor 
in firming prices in domestic markets, 
and as cables from abroad have indi- 
cated no weakness, there is no indica- 
tion of a price movement in buyers’ 
favor. Some spot material was offered 
this week at $70 per ton. On shipments 
$65@67 per ton is quoted. 

ZINC DUST.—Foreign grades of zinc 
dust are not plentiful, but offers are 
made by some sellers, and 38c. per 
pound is quoted, Domestic zinc dust 
is going to consumers against con- 
tracts, with some surplus for addi- 
tional lots. The spot market is largely 
in control of second hands, who are 
quoting 33@34c. per pound.

Proprietary Medicines Under Special 
Alcohol Taxation. 


Washington, March 10, 1916. 


A change of policy has been adopted in 
the United States Bureau of Internal 
Revenue with respect to announcing lists 
of proprietary medicines subject to spe- 
cial taxation under the law on account of 
alcohol content. Up to this time the pol- 


icy has been to annually announce the 
list of such compounds. This course is 
to be abandoned and announcements are 


to be made from time to time as such 
proprietary articles are classified for tax- 
ation. It is said at the Internal Revenue 
Bureau that this change of policy will 
be more satisfactory because announce- 
ments will be made promptly upon pro- 
prietary articles that are listed for taxa- 
tion, and, also, that the tax period will 
begin at the time the particular article is 
added to the list. which probably was the 
incentive for the bureau making the 
change, as it increased the period of tax- 
ation of the different articles.
